WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP) 
—President Truman  discloged 
plans today for a “great campaign 
of truth” to convince the world 
the United States has “no pur- 
pose of going to war except in 
defense of freedom.” 

He told the American Society 
of Newspaper “Editors he has di- 
rected Secretary of State Dean | 
Acheson to develop a strength- 
ened national information pro- 
gram to overcome Russian “de- 
ceit, distortion and lies.” 

He asked for the continued co- 
operation of American news- 
papers in spreading the fact that 
this country is “wholly dedicated 
to the cause of peace.’ 

“Must Pool Our Efforts.” 

“We must make _ ourselves 
known as we really are—not as 
Communist propaganda pictures 
us,” Truman declared. “We must 
pool our efforts with those of the 
other free peoples in a sustained, 
intensified program to promote 
the cause of freedom against the 
propaganda of slavery. 

“We must make ourselves heard 
round the world in a great cam- 
paign of truth.” 

The President’s address, deliv- 
ered at a luncheon in Hotel Stat- 
ler, stressed the vital role news- 
papers can play in this phase of 
the cold war. 

He said most of the editors are 
meeting well their responsibility 
as a link “between the Ameri- 
can people and world affairs” by 
informing them “well. and com- 
pletely.” 

Critical of ‘a Few.’ 

But, he added, “I am sorry to 
say a few are meeting it badly.” 
He did not name any names, but 
went on to say: 

“Féreign policy is not a matter 
for partisan presentation. The 
facts about Europe or Asia should 
not be twisted to conform to one 
side or the other of a political 
dispute. Twisting the facts might 
change the course of an election 
at home, but it would certainly 
damage our country’s program 
abroad.” 

Truman called “absurd” the line 
taken by Russian propaganda, 
saying: 

“Soviet propaganda constantly 
reviles the United States as a na- 
tion of ‘war-mongers’ and ‘im- 
perialists.’ You and-I know how 
absurd that is... . But when men 
throughout the world are making 
their choice between Communism 
and democracy, the important 
thing is not what we know about 
our purposes and our actions— 
the important thing is what they 
know.” 

“Cloak for Imperialism.” 

In Berlin, in Czechoslovakia, in 
the Balkans and in the Far East, 
the President charged, the Rus- 
sians and their allies “have 
proved, time after time, that their 
talk about peace is only. a cloak 
for imperialism.” 

He said he ad asked Secretary 
Acheson to take action to “im- 
prove and strengthen our whole 
range of information and educa- 
tional services.” 

This more “effective national 
effort,” he added, “will require 
the imagination and energies of 
private individuals and groups 
throughout the country,” He con- 
tinued: 

“Another major part of our ef- 
fort must be carried out through 
our great public information 
channels—newspapers and maga- 
zines, radio and motion pictures. 

“We must ‘strive constantly to 
break down or leap over barriers 
to free conimunicaties wherever 
they exist. 


“This poses an enormous hal- 
lenge to groups such as yours, a 
challenge which can be met only 
by extraordinary inventiveness 
and enterprise. 

Confident of Success. 


“I am confident that the Ameri- 
can press can and will make a 
tremendously useful enadeimutiess 
toward finding new Solutions.” 

The President termed the cold 
war propaganda fight a struggle 
for “the minds of men.” Commu- 
nist propaganda is “so false, so 
crude, so blatant” that Americans 
wonder “how men can be swayed 
by it,” he said. 

It is effective because in some 
countries people do not have free 
access to accurate information, do 
not hear our broadcasts or read 
our newspapers, and are fed only 
propaganda, he explained. 

“Unless we get the real story 


across to people in other coun- 
tries we will lose the battle for 
men’s minds by default,” the Pres- 


ident added.

FUNDS APPROVED

It is thought additional funds will 
be necessary if the Board of 
Aldermen follows the Mayor’s rec- 
ommendation and establishes a 
new independent municipal agen- 
cy to handle urban development 
problems. 

The Estimate Board approved 
another $200,000 fund, to pay for 
the widening of a sewer which the 
State Highway Department is 
planning to construct from 
Twelfth and Dolman streets to 
the Mississippi river, to drain low 
level sections of the new Third 
street interregional highway area. 
President Frank J. McDevitt of 
the Board of Service suggested 
that the city provide the addi- 
tional funds necessary for enlarg- 
ing the sewer so that existing city 
sewer lines in that area can be 
tied in, to relieve pressure on 
the present facilities. 

Funds for Police, Firemen. 
Other new items approved in- 
clude an additional $170,000 which 
the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners said it needed for police 
salary and pension purposes, and 
an additional $58,000 necessary 
to maintain the present man- 
power of the Fire Départment. 

The Estimate Board planned to 
meet again today in an effort to 
give final approval to the pro- 
posed $39,600,000 municipal bud- 
get for the 1950-51 fiscal year.

\Body of American. Woman Found 
In Well in Bahamas, Man Sought

Clad Only in Brassiere 
— Suffocated After 
Blow on Head. | 


NASSAU, April 20 (AP)—A 38- 
year-old vacationing womian attor- 
ney from Washington was struck 
on the head and thrown into a 
well while still alive, police re- 
ported today. 

Miss Betty Renner’s body was 
found yesterday with all her cloth- 
ing except a brassiere stripped 
off. Medical examination disclosed 
she died of suffocation. No evi- 
dence of rape was found. 

Maj. G. H. Ranoe; chief of po- 
lice, said a search was on for a 
“very dark man of the hotel wait- 
er type” seen cycling with Miss 
Renner a short time before she 
disappeared Tuesday. 

Police were led to the body by 
discovery of Miss Renner’s bi- 
cycle near a pine forset where 
charcoal burners build their fires 
to produce charcoal for Nassau 
households. The land is of honey- 
combed coral rock, with here and 
there a well dug down a dozen 
feet to the water level. 

Police said Miss Renner, struck 
on the head, had been dragged 
across the rough coral surface, 
her clothing strippec off and her 
body dumped in t:e three-foot- 
wide well opening. 

Miss Renner was the daughter 
of Charles H. Renner, president 
of the Plaza Poultry Co.,- in 
Washington, and was a graduate 
of the Washington School of Law 
and of Catholic University. 

She served in Tokyo on the 
staff of Joseph B. Keenan during 
the war crimes trials and prior to 
that was an attorney with the 
Justice Department in Washing- 
ton. She was associated with the 
Washington law firm of Riegel- 
man, Strasser, Schwartz and 
Spiegelberg. 


HITLER’S BIRTHDAY 
ANNIVERSARY ; MANY 


THINK HE IS ALIVE 


BERLIN, April 2 20 (AP)—Adolf 
Hitler’s sixty-first birthday anni- 
came and went today 
without a single “Seig Heil.” But 
many Germans still believe he is 
alive. 

A few Germans picked .at 
random gave these typical opin- 
ions: 

Frau Hilda, who has two daugh- 
ters working in the Russian zone: 


“Hitler is in Spain. And anyhow 


‘he was better than what we have 
now.’ 

A 72-year-old gardener from 
Saxony: “Let the poor devil rest. 
He didn’t know until the last 
minute what was happening.” 

A 56-year-old furniture mover: 
“Don’t you know Hitler is in Ar- 
gentina?” 

A 12-year-old pensioner with 
no Nazi background, also ex- 
pressed belief Hitler is in South 
America. 

Allied intelligence says Hitler 
and his bride, Eva Braun, took 
their own lives in their Berlin 
bunker on April 29, 1945, but ad- 
mits it has no concrete evidence. 

The memoirs of Harry Hop- 
kins quote Prime Minister ‘Joseph 
Stalin a month after the Russians 
took Berlin, as saying he believed 
Hitler had escaped along with 
Martin Bormann, his deputy, and 
Maj. Gen. Erwin Krebs, ah adju- 
tant.

WASHINGTON, April 20 — 


Mayor Thomas D’Allesandro of 
Baltimore, and a delegation of 
police heads and prosecuting of-

utilities of horse racing and other 
sports events information useful 
to professional gamblers. 

They appeared as the first wit- 
nesses today before a Senate 
Commerce subcommittee headed 
by Senator Ernest W. McFarland 
(Dem.), Arizona. 

D’Allesandro, chairman of the 
Legislation Committee of the 
National Crime Conference held 
at the Department of Justice in 
February, said the bill has the 
“wholehearted support” of the 
United States Conference of 
Mayors, and of his committee. 

Charts Produced. 

The New York men brought 

with them a series of charts on 
how they had traced telephone 
calls to and from New York to 
other states to show at least a 
suspicion that many of the calls 
were for gambling purposes. 
- Although New York state law 
permits the telephone company 
to discontinue service to gamblers 
on evidence that the service is 
being used intra-state for gam- 
blers, Commissioner of Investiga- 
tion W. Shields of the New York 
City Police Department said evi- 
dence was hard to obtain. He said 
this was because usually book- 
makers got the information they 
needed by calling the “informa- 
tion centers,”’ rather than the in- 
formation centers calling them, 
and it- was hard to get bookies to 
testify against their information 
centers. 

Senator Homer Capehart (Rep.), 
Indiana, asked if the New York

Shields and the other 
New York witnesses answered in 
chorus, “We do.” 
Supplemehts Comment. 

Inspector of Police August 
Flynn supplemented that com-| 
ment with the observation that 
the bill makes it illegal for any- 
one to “aid.or abet” illegal gam- 
blers. This, he indicated, would 
enable the federal authorities, if 
the bill should pass, to reach the 
“information centers’ and _ the 
communication companies which 
permit their facilities to be used 
for transmission of gambling in- 
formation. 

Flynn and D’Allesandro testi- 
fied their cities had a gambling 

problem, and that they were not 
cada to have the Federal Gov- 
ernment solve it for them, but. 
that the pending bill would help 
them to solve their own problems. 

Capehart put to Flynn the 
question he asked Attorney Gen- 
eral McGrath earlier in the hear- 
ings: “Is there a national gam- 
bling syndicate?” McGrath had 
testified he had no evidence. 

Flynn said he didn’t think there 
was a single syndicate either, but 
that there appeared to be a 
national monopoly on_transmis- 
sion of the information needed by 
bookmakers to operate. 

D’Allesandro had pretty much 
the same answer. He thought the 
actual suppression of gambling 
was a local matter, but said the 
bill before the committee would 
help the cities to do their own 
job.

TIDELANDS BILL 
OND; DENOUNCED 
AS PLUNDERBUND! 


House Group 16 to 10 on 
Measure Giving States 
Operating Control — 
Surrenders U.S.  Sov- 
ereignty, Says Cellar.

WASHINGTON, April 20—The 
House Judiciary Committee re- 
ported favorably today on a s60- 
called “compromise” tidelands oil 
bill, described by Committee 
Chairman Emanuei Celler (Dem.), | @ 
New York, as a “plunderbund |* 
measure of the worst type.” 

Celler was one of 10 committee 
members who voted in executive 
session against the bill, sponsored 
by Representative Walter (Dem.), 
Pennsylvania. Sixteen members 
voted for it. 

Celler told the Post-Dispatch 
the minority would issue a 
scorching report urging the full 
House to reject the measure. He 
predicted that the bill would not 
pass this session.

bill, which has been described by 
proponents as a compromise be- 
tween the old states’ rights bill, 
which would have simply re- 
nounced federal’ claims to the 
marginal sea between low tide 
and the administration-indorsed 
measure to set up machinery for 
federal operation of the marginal 
sea. 

The measure reported favorably 
today, S. 5991, would permit the 
Federal Government to — retain 
title to the marginal sea area but 
give the coastal states. complete 
operating control, with the states 
issuing permits for oil exploita- 
tion by private oil companies. 
This, in effect, would reverse the 
1947 Supreme Court decision in 
the California case, in which it 
was held that the Federal Gov- 
ernment zhad “paramount rights” 
in the tidelands. 

New Claim by States. 

In addition, however, the new 
bill would claim for the states 
a large measure of interest in 
the continental shelf, extending 
from the three-mile limit sea- 
ward up to 50 miles in some 
regions. While the bill would 
recognize the Federal Govern- 
ment’s paramount rights to the 
4continental shelf, royalties from 
oil drifling in the shelf areas 
would be split between the states 
and Federal Government. 

Thus the Walter Bill would not | 
only give the coastal states what 
they have always wanted in the 
marginal sea—complete operating 
control—but would go further in 
granting them what few have ever 
claimed before, partial control 
over the continental shelf. Under 
the measure, in fact, the police 
powers of the coastal states would 
extend to the limits, not of the 
marginal sea, but of the contin- 
ental shelf. 

Called Surrender of Rights. 

Celler said the bill amounts to 
a plunder of the nation’s natural 
resources. “If this legislation is 
eventually passed by Congress 
and signed by the President,” he 
said, “the United States will be 
in ‘effect agreeing to become a 
part of a state like Texas, in- 
stead of Texas being a part of 
the United States. 

“Congress. would be surrender- 
ing its sovereign rights to these 
areas to join in a sort of compact 
with Texas and other coastal 
states in which the latter would 
be free to continue their exploita- 
tion of one of the nation’s most 
valuable tesources.” 

The Supreme Court last month 
heard arguments in the Justice 
Department’s proceedings against 
Texas and Louisiana in which the 
Government, as in the case of 
California, seeks to assert federal 
title .to the marginal sea. By 
executive proclamation during the 
war, the government announeed 
its control over the vast conti- 
nental shelf, 

The Walter Bill, if passed, 
would nullify the court proceed- 
ings against Texas and Louisiana. 


PATIENT WHO ‘DIED’ 
TWICE ON OPERATING 
|TABLE IS NOW WELL’ 


GASOLINE PRICE 
WAR BRINGS CUTS 
OF 3CTS. AGALLON 


Gasoline stations in the St. 
Louis area are ‘staging a brisk 
fight for trade with prices slashed 


as much as 3 cents a gallon in the 
last week, a survey showed today. 
Principal benefits of the price war 
are going to motorists, with fill- 
ing station operators complaining 
they are caught in the middle of 
the price squeeze and are not 
getting relief through lower prices 
from refineries. 

First indications the price war 
was coming were evident about 
a month ago when one of the 
cut-rate companies started featur- 
ing weekend prices of 16.9 cents 
a gallon for regular gasoline that 
sold for 19.9 on weekdays. Then 
‘the weekday price dropéd to 18.9, 
and in some cases to 17.9. Last 
Friday another cut-rate company 
dropped its price from 22.4 cents 
a gallon to 18.9 cents. 

Since then _ stations of the 
major refineries have been lower- 
ing prices, too. Some of the big 
companies are down to 20.9 for 
regular gasoline, with a 2-cent 
differential for premium ouitle 
gasoline, but most, so far, are 
staying slightly higher. 

Price of the regular product of 
one major company, a filling sta- 
tion operator said, has dropped 
from 26 cents a gallon in 1946 to 
20.9 otday but the drop in the 
refinery price over that period 
has been only one and a half 
cents per gallon. 


STOCKS RECOVER 
AFTER DECLINES 
RANGING UP TO $3 


The stock* market pulled out of 
a short but intense selling drive 
in good style today. In the final 
hour, almost without warning, 
large-scale selling pounded down 
prices with declines ranging to 


share. 

The selling blew over a quickly 
as it started. A rally got rolling 
and the worst losses were reduced 
substantially in most cases. 

Brokers were inclined to blame 
the sudden selling on a case of 
nerves among traders.

LICENSE REVOKED 
BY STATE BOARD 


Air Injection by Doctor 
Is Termed ‘Morally’

the license of. Dr. Hermann N.

Dr. Sande? was acquitted March 
9 by a superior court jury of 
murder in, the “mercy killing” 
death of Mrs. Abbie Borroto, 
59 years old, of Manchester, who 
was dying of cancer. The state 
charged Dr. Sander killed the 
woman by injecting 40 cubic cen- 
timeters of air into her veins at 
Hilisboro County Hospital last 
Dec. 4. 

In barring him from practice, 
the Registration Board hinted that 
Dr. Sander might apply for re- 
instatement in two months. A 
line in its decision said: “No 
application for reinstatement by 
Dr. Sander would be entertained 
| prior to June 19, 1950.” 

Declines to Comment. 

Dr. Sander, 41, declined to dis-

WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP) 
—Louis F. Budenz, former Come 


Lattimore was a member of a 
“Communist cell” in the Institute 
of Pacific Relations. 

Budenz told a Senate Foreign 
Relations subeommittee that he 
knows Lattimore, an authority on 
Far Eastern affairs, was associate 
ed with two men who were “So- 
viet agents.” He named these men 
as Frederick Vanderbilt Field, an 
officer of the institute, and Philip 
Jaffe, former editor of the maga- 


zine Ameresia. 

Budenz also told the subcom- 
mittee Lattimore was a party in 
a 1937 conspiracy to deliver China 
to the Communists... 

Avoids Definite Red Charge. 

- However, after°an hour and a 
half of hurling accusations, Budenz 
said he was not. saying that Latti- 
more is a.-Communist as charged 
by Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin. He said he never had seen 
Lattimore at a Communist meet- 
ing but that he.did know of many 
reports that Lattimore was a COm- 
munist. Budenz said he had to 
rely in his statement om.tbe ree 
ports of high Comm Ts. 

Pressed also by Se 
Morgan, commit counsel, ‘to 
say whether McCarthy's charge 
that Lattimore was the “top 
Soviet espionage agent” in the 
United States was correct, Bu- 
denz replied: 

“To my knowledge that state- 
ment is technically not aceurate. 
From my own knowledge, I would 
not say that he was the top Soviet 
agent.” 


Says Cell Gained Control. 

Budenz, testifying under oath, 
said the Institute of Pacific Rela- 
tions was not a Communist or- 
ganization. He said, however, 
that it contained a Communist 
cell, which had been able at one 
time to gain control of the or- 
ganization. 


Budenz, a former St. Louisan, 
told the committee that evidence 


can be obtained to substantiate 
his testimony. 

Lattimore, director of the Wal- 
ter Hines Page School of Interna- 
tional Relations at John Hopkins 
University, has denied that he ever 
has been a Communist or that he 
helped the Communist cause in 
any way. He also has denounced 
as a “contemptible lie” McCarthy’s 
charge that he is Russia’s No. 1 
spy in the United States. 

Lattimore was close by as Bu- 
denz testified. With him were 
Mrs. Lattimore and his lawyers, 
Abe Fortas and Thurmond Arnold, 
They sat directly behind Budenz, 

Hearing Room Crowded. 

The hearing was held in the big 
Senate office building caucus 
room. Long before the hearing 
started, the place was jammed, 
The room seats 500. Police said 
700 were on hand 20 minutes be- 
fore it opened. The spectators 
lined the walls and filled the 
aisles. 

McCarthy, carrying his leather 
brief case that’s so big it looks 
like an overnight bag, came in 15 
minutes ahead of time. 

McCarthy had said he would 
be willing to “stand or fall” on 
the Lattimore case in his general 
contention that the State Departe 
ment has been infiltrated by Come 
munists and their sympathizers.

The 58-year-old Budenz related 
to the committee details of his

45. He constantly referred to the 
party as “conspiratorial.” 

As managing editor of the New 
York Daily Worker, official Come 
munist newspaper in this country, 
Budenz said he attended meetings 
of the United States “Politburo” 
and was constantly kept informed 
by it.

WASHINGTON, April 20 (UP) 
-—Five Government witnesses tes- 
tified today that John Maragon, 
former White House hanger-on, 
represented himself as an agent 
for Maj. Gen. Harry H, Vaughan 
of St. Louis in seeking Govern- 
ment action favorable to private 
firms. 


WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP) 
—Government witnesses testified 
at John Maragon’s perjury trial 
today that the former Kansas City 
bootblack who became a White 
House intimate was paid $1268 for 
representing: a molasses company 
in difficulties with the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

The defense countered immedi- 
ately with suggestions that $500 
of the total was\a cover-up con- 
tribution from a strong Milwau- 
kee Republican to the Democratic 
party in Missouri. It tried to 
plant the impression that another 
$100 was to make up-to Maragon 
the loss of a gold coin. 

Maragon {1s on trial in United 
States District Court on charges 
of lying to Senate investigators 
last year about his business and 
financial affairs, including his re- 
lationship with Allied Molasses 
Co. of Perth Amboy. N.J: 

Compromise Reached. 

A; compromise settlement was 
worked out on whether the Gov- 
ernment would have to produce 
secret FBI papers wanted by the 
defense in the molasses case. 

‘Judge Jennings Bailey ordered 
that the defense could see the pa- 
pers and use them in cross-ex- 
amination, but they were not 
spread open for public scrutiny. 

The Government thus was ahle 
to go ahead with that phase with- 
out exposing the confidendial files: 
and the defense got a look at the 
papers to make sure whether 
there was anything in them which 
would help Maragon’s cause. 

The defense asked only a few 
questions about the papers that 
covered an FBI interview with 
Milton R. Polland of Milwaukee, 
concerning two $500 checks he 
had given Maragon. It developed 
that Polland refused to sign a 
statement for the FBI, saying he 
had told the same things to Sen- 
ate investigators. 

Polland, a prosecution witness 
today, is the uncle of Harold Ross, 
former president and now vice 
president of the molasses firm. 

Polland brought the name of 
Maj. Gen. Harry Vaughan of St. 
Louis, presidential military aide 
and former friend of Maragon, 
into the trial. He said he first 
met Maragon at a party given in 
Vaughan’s honor in Milwaukee. 
Senate investigators have said the 
party was given by a brewery. 

As for Maragon, Polland testi- 
fied: 

“I asked him for his help and 
he agreed to ‘assist us.” 

He said he believed the agree- 
- ment was to take care of ‘what- 
ever expenses he incurred” on 
behalf of Allied Molasses. . 

He said his records show that, 
Maragon was given $500 by a 
cashier’s check, another $500 
later by his personal check and 
that he paid a $168 hotel bill 
Maragon ran up in Washington. 
Ross testified that he gave Mara- 
gon $100 in cash in New York. 
All this was late in 1946. 
| Questioned on Check. 

Irving Goldstein, Maragon’s 
lawyer, bored in on the $500 
cashier’s check. He got Polland 
to say that he knew Maragon was 
looking for funds for the Demo- 
cratic party, particularly the 
party in Missouri.

An unconfirmed report yester- 
day said the Reds had won an 18- 
mile stretch of coast and pen- 
etrated-as much as five miles in- 
land. 

(The Nationalists have not dis- 
closed the size of their Hainan 
force. One Red report estimated

SIGNED ALTHOUGH 
LACKING CO-OP AD 


Truman Approves Meas- 
ure for $3,500,000,000 
Program of Home and 
Rental Projects.

WASHINGTON, April 20 (UP) 
—President Truman today signed 
the $3,500,000,000 housing bill in- 
tended to spur home building and 
development of rental dwellings 
for lower and moderate income 
families. 

Truman signed the legislation 
although it did not contain a 
provision which he sought—a one 
billion dollar program of direct 
federal loans to housing co-oper- 
atives. 

His signature set in motion the 
stalled operations of the Federal 
Housing Administration and the 
Federal National Mortgage Asso- 
ciation. It will make it easier 
for former G.I's to get home 
loans. It provides, too, for limited 
direct federal loans to schools and 
colleges for housing. 


FHA Halted Since March 1. 


FHA has beer crippled since 
March 1 by a combination, of an 
empty purse and expired laws. 
The new legislation puts up $2,- 
250,000,000 more for the FHA 
to insure mortgages for private 
home building under its Title I] 
program. 


One provision will permit for- 
mer G.I.s to buy larger homes 
with a relatively small down pay- 
ment. The Veterans Administra- 
tion now is authorized to guar- 
antee up to $7500 on a loan for 
a house that costs a veteran more 
than $12,500. Previously, it could 
only guarantee up to $4000 on a 
house costing $8000 or more. The 
maturity time on VA-guaranteed 
loans is extended from 25 to 30 
years. 


The housing bill is a compro- 
mise. 

In turning down Truman’s co- 
operative proposal, however, the 
Senate and House did approve 
continuance of the present Gov- 
ernment program of mortgage in- 
surance for privately-financed co- 
operative developments. 


What Bill Provides. 


Pee main provisions of the 
ill: 

1. The Federal National Mort- 
gage Association (so-called “Fan- 
nie May’) gets $250,000,000 to 
buy up VA and FHA-insured 
mortgages on homes already com- 
pleted. 


2. $250,000,000 more for the 
FHA’s mortgage insurance pro- 
gram for modernizing and re- 
pairing private homes and for 
building very low cost homes in 
suburban areas. The program 
would be extended for five years. 

3. A total of $150,000,000 in 
long-term low-cost federal loans 
to veterans to build homes when 
they cannot borrow money from 
private lenders but are certified 


STRIKE OF FIREMEN CALLED 


FOR APRIL 26 ON FOUR LINES 


Order Aims to Stop All Trains on Santa Fe; 


Southern, Western. Divisions of Pennsy 
and of New York Central. ; 


‘CHICAGO, April 20 {AP)—A 
trike against four of the nation’s 
iggest railroad systems has been 
called for next Weanesday morn- 
ing. Zhe. strike could affect all 
rail transportation. 

The strike cal] last night by the 
Brotherhood of -Locomotive Ffre- 
men and Enginemen ordered 
18,000 of the wunion’s 110,000 
members to leave their jobs at 6 
a.m. (local time) April 26. [/nion 
spokesmen said the walkout 
would make about 50,000 rail 
workers idle. 

The strike will be against the 
Pennsylvania system west of Har- 
risburg, Pa.; the entire Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe system; the 
Southern Railway, and the New 
York Central west of Buffalo and 
three of -its divisions, the Mich- 
igan Central west of the Detroit 
river, the Big Feur and the Ohio 
Central Lines. 

A spokesman for the union said 
the strike would affect all trains 
on theag lines and not just their 
diesel powered trains. The four 
lines are extensive users of die- 
sels. 

Three-Year Dispute. 

The strike action followed near- 
ly three years of dispute between 
the union and the carriers over 
union demands for a second fire- 
man on multiple unit diesel loco- 
motives. 

The union is free to strike at 
any time, having complied with 
all provisions of the National 
Railway Labor Act, The possibili- 
ty of a postponement was hinted, 
however, in a statement by union 
President David B. Robertson, 
who announced the strike call. He 
said: 

“If they (the railroads) feel 
some progress is being made to- 
ward settlement, the strike may 
be postponed.” 

However, Daniel B. Loomis, 
chairman of the Association of 


Western Railways, said: “Despite

the strike threat, dhe railroads 
will stick to their decision ‘of re- 
fusing to grant the make-work de- 
mands of the union. . . . Strike 
or no strike, no additional fire- 
men will be employed on diesel 
electric locomotives, which have 
no fires to tend. 

“The claim-that a second fire- 
man is needed on Brounds of 
safety is sheer hypocrisy. Safety 
has been dragged into this dispute 
only to give a cloak of respecta- 
bility to vicious featherbedding 
demands.” 

A spokesman for the associa- 
tion said it would be possible to 
use engineers in the jobs vacated 
by firemen. But at Cleveland, 
Alvanley Johnston, president of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, said that although en- 
gineers will stay on the job they 
will “work only as engineers” and 
will “perform no other duties and 
take no one’s job away from him.”

(Railway) Mediation Board, said 
he would discuss the ‘situation to- 
day with the White House—mean- 
ing presidential assistant John R.

Specific inquiry is being made 
into reports there was a violation 
of a pledge to Morris (Snag) 
Klein, gambler and Binaggio lieu- 
tenant, now serving a term in the 
federal penitentiary at nearby 
Leavenworth, Kan., for his part 
in the 1946 primary election vote 
frauds. There are reports that 
Klein had been assured by Binag- 
gio before going to prison that his 
minor interest in a Binaggio gam- 
bling enterprise would be retained 
for the benefit of Klein’s family. 

» Instead, police were informed, 
someone else was “cut in” on the 
games and the promised income 
for Klefin’s family failed to ma- 
terialize.. Klein, in applying for 
a commutation of sentence, stat- 
ed recently that he would no 
longer participate in gambling 
and similar illicit enterprises 
upon his release. He is not eligi- 
ble for parole consideration for 
several months, however. 

Binaggio-Carollo Rift. 

The possibility of an under- 
world double-cross in connection 
with the current inquiry recalled 
to police the rift between Binag- 
gio and Charles V. Carollo who 
was Binaggio’s predecessor as 
head of the Kansas City under- 
world. While Carollo was serv- 
ing a seven-year term in federal 
prisons for a combination of of- 
fenses, including perjury, income 
tax violations and mail fraud, 
Binaggio, who had been his un- 
derling, rose to power. 

When Carollo got out four 
years ago he _ discovered that 
promises to “take care” of his 
family had not only not ma- 
terialized, but that certain ‘mem- 
bers of his family had been cut 
off from sources of legitimate 
liquor supplies in the wartime era 
when good whisky was at a 
premium. 

Carolio, it was learned, nursed 
a bitter resentment against Bi- 
naggio and built up his own or- 
which was smashed 
last week when agents of the al- 
cohol tax unit seized more than 
1000 cases of liquor ready for 
shipment into legally dry terri- 
tory. Carollo and three associates 
were arrested on the spot.

Trip “Uneventful.” 
Queeny, describing the trip as 


“uneventful” except for the inci- 
dent when he and other mem- 
bers of the party narrowly es- 
caped being trampled ina stam- 
pede of elephants they were 
photographing, told reporters who 
met him on arrival that the na- 
tives they encountered and filmed 
were friendly and co-operative. 


He recalled with amusement 


their curious concern with the 
heavy trunks and vast quantities 
of photographic equipment used 
by the group. On one occasion, 
when the women of a tribe saw 
and heard the sound film which 
had been made of them, 
decided we had taken their voices 
from them,” Queeny recounted.

“Suddenly one of the women 


began to sing. They listened for 
a few seconds and then each cau- 


tiously raised her voice until all 
were reassured.” 

Queeny said that the good will 
of the natives was stimulated by 
the judicious’ distribution of 
strands of brightly colored beads. 
“It was hardly necessary for them 
to ask,” he continued. “When 
they gathered around us we knew 
what they had in mind. We would 
take a handful from our pockets 
and everyone would be happy.” 

Rare Antelope Photographed. 

Achievements of the expedition, 
which was sponsored by the Mu- 
seum of Natural History here, in- 
cluded the successful photograph- 
ing in color of a herd of a rare 
species of antelope known as the 
Nile Letchwe, Queeny continued. 
The animal is extremely shy, he 
said, and members of the expedi- 
tion spent an entire day in 
“blinds” awaiting their approach. 
The Nile Letchwe has been pho- 
tographed only once _ before, 
Queeny recalled. The group was 
protected during their forays into 
territories inhabited by wild ani- 
mals by gun bearers he related. 
However, it never was necessary 
to use the weapons, he said. In 
all, more than 86,000 feet of color 
film were made of various human 
and animal subjects. 

Much of it was taken with 
sound. Queeny provoked laugh- 
ter from listeners when he de- 
scribed the trial rain-making cere- 
mony, which he induced the na- 
tive chieftain to repeat by sur- 
rendering his wrist watch. It was 
recalled that a scientist is now be- 
ing paid $100 a day to try to pro- 
duce rain on the dreuth stricken 
New York watershed by chemical 
means. 

Queeny, who is board chairman 
of the Monsanto Chemical Co. of 
St. Louis, plans to return there 
with Mrs. Queeny tomorrow. He 
said the highlights of his adven- 
tures already had been recounted 
in Post-Dispatch news stories, 
clippings of which had reached 
him at London.

Areas Have 52 Pct. of 
_All New Cases Report- 
ed in City—High Av- 
erage Death Rate. 


An intensive, six-week tubercus 
losis deteetion drive will be be- 
‘gun Moriday by the Tuberculosis 


and Health Society of Ss. Louis 
in co-operation with the City 
Health Department in the six city 
health districts having the high- 
est incidence of the disease, it 
was announced today. 

The districts were listed by 
Clem F. Storckman, society presi- 
dent, as th: Garfield, Lindell, 
Beaumont, Millcreek, Downtown 
and Soulard. Each will be visited 
for one week by the society’s mo- 
bile X-ray unit when every per- 
son over 15 years of age may re- 
ceive a free chest X-ray. 

The unit will de stationed at 
Sarah and Easton avenues on 
Monday through Thursday frem 
4 p.m. to 8 p.m. and again on 
Saturday from 1 p.m. to 5 p.m. 
Schedules for the other districts 
have not yet been announced. 

Many New Cases in Districts. 

“*Tore people died of tubercu- 
losis and more new cases were 
reported in these six districts last 
year than in the rest of the city 
put together,” Storckman said. 

With over 52 per cent of all 
new cases in the city reported in 
the six districts, the- average 
death rate from TB in the six 
areas has been 78.8 as compared 
to a city-wide rate of 38.3 per 
100,000 population, he said. Al- 
though only 28 per cent of the 
city population is in the six dis- 
tricts, over 56 per cent, or 195 
of the total of 345 tuberculosis 
deaths last year occurred there, 
he added. 

The National Tuberculosis As- 
sociation estimates 10 cases for 
each death. On this basis, there 
would be 1950 cases in the six 
districts. Since only 943 cases 
are known to health authorities, 
the case-finding drive is aimed at 
disclosing the remainder. 

Canvass of Districts. 

Volunteer committees will can- 
vass every household in the dis- 
tricts, explaining the purpose of 
the program and the need of ev- 
eryone to have an X-ray., Volun- 
teers will also distribute informa- 
tive literature and posters through- 
out the area and speak before 
organizations in the districts. 

X-rays show not only tubercu- 
losis but also other chest abnor- 
malities such as tumor and heart 
disease, Storckman pointed out. 
There is no need for removal of 
clothing when the plate is made 
but metal buttons, metal trim or 
sequins should not be worn around 
the chest area.

WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP). 
| witn this group of editors. You 

and I have a great many im- 
portant. problems in common, 
and one of the most important of 
these is .the responsibility. we 
share in helping to make the for- 
eign policy of the United States 
of America. That is why I am 
going to take this opportunity 
to discuss with you. some aspects 
of that policy. 

No group of men in this coun- 
try is of greater importance to 
our foreign policy than the group 
your society. represents. 

In a democracy, foreign - policy 
is baséd on the decisions of the 
people. : 

Full Information Vital, 
One vital function- of a -free 


press is to present the facts on .h 


which the citizens of a democracy 
can base their decisions. You are 
a link between the American peo- 
ple and world affairs. If you in- 
form the people well and com- 
pletely, their decisions will be 
good. If you misinform them, 
their decisions will be bad; our 
country will suffer and the world 
will suffer. 

You cannot make up people's 
minds for them. What you can 
do is to give them the facts 
they need to make up their own 

‘minds. That is a tremendous 
responsibility. 

Most of you are meeting that 
responsibility well—but I am 
sorry to say a few are meeting 
it badly. Foreign Policy is not 
a matter for partisan presenta- 
tion. The frcts about Europe 
or Asia should not be twisted 
to conform to one side or the 
other of a political disprte. 
Twisting the facts mivht change 
the course of an election at 
home, but it would certainly 
damage our country’s program 
abroad. 

In many other countr‘es today, 
the papers print about foreign 
affairs only what their govern- 
ments tell them to print. They 
can’t add anything, or cut any- 
thing. In the democracies, the 
papers have a free hand. Only 
in a democracy is there such mu- 
tual trust and confidence among 
citizens that a private group is 
given such an al'-important role 
in determining what the nation 
as a whole shall do. There is 
too much nonsense about strined 
trousers in foreign affairs. Far 
more influence is exerted by the 
oeeey pants of the managing ed- 


There has never been a time 
in our history when there was 
SO great a need for our citi- 
zens to be informed and to 
understand what is happening 
in the world. 

The cause of freedom is 
being challenged throughout 

‘tHe world today by the forces 
of imperialistic Communism. 
This is a struggle, above all 
_ else, for the minds of men. 


AM happy to be here today 


Sratieuiie is one of the most 
powerful weapons the ‘Commu- 
nists have in this struggle. De- 
ceit, distortion, and Iles aré 
systematically used by them as 
a matter of deliberate policy. 

This provaganda can be over- 
come by truth—nlain, simple, 
unvarnished 
by newspepers, radio, and other 
sources that the people trust. 
If the people are not told t > 
truth, or if they do not have 
confiden.e in the accuracy ‘ard 
fairress of the press, they have 
no defense against falsehcods. 
But if they are given the true 
fects, these falsehoods become 
laughable instead of dangerous. 


We can have confidence. that 


the free press of the United 
Stztes and most of the other free 
nations will keep us from being 
deceived by Communist propa- 
ganda.

Communist Propaganda is so 
false, so crude, so blatant, that 
we wonder ‘how men can be 
swayed by it.

We 
forget thet they do not hear our 
broadeasts or read imnartial news- 
paners. We forget that they do 
not have a chonce to learn the 
truth by traveling abroad or by 
talking freely to travelers in their 
own countries. 
‘They Don’t Know Us.’ 

All too often the people who 
are suhtect to Communist propa- 
ganda do not know Americans, or 
citizens of the other free natipns, 
as we really are. They do not 
know wus as farmers or as work- 
ers. They do not know us as 
people having hopes and prob- 
lems like their own. Our way of 
life is something strange to them. 
They do not even know what we 
mean when we say “democracy.”

In Ber- 
lin, in Czechoslovakia, in the Baj- 
kans, in the Far East, they have 
proved, time after time, that their 
talk about peace is only a cloak 
for imperialism. But their in- 
tended victims will not learn 
these facts from Soviet propagan- 
da. We are the ones who must 
make sure that the truth about 
Communism is known every- 
where.

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DISCUSSES MEDICAL 
ASPECTS OF A-BOMB 


Dr. Thoma Tells St. Louis U. 
Associates of Studies at 
Army Conference. 


— 


At least 50 per cent of the 
potentially fatal cases arising 
from radiation in atomic bomb 
explosions can be saved, Dr. 
George E. Thoma of the St. Louis 


University School of Medicine 
said last night. 

Dr. Thoma spoke to the student 
body and faculty of the school 
in the Firmin Desloge Hospital 
clinical amphitheater on the sub- 
ject of “Medical Aspects of 
Atomic Warfare.” His talk was 
based on material he gathered at 
a recent conference in the Ar- 
gonne Laboratories in Chicago 
held under the auspices of the 
United States Army. Further ta J.s 
will be delivered by him next 
Wednesday night and May 3. 

The amount of physical de- 
struction and the number of cas- 
ualties from an atomic bomb are 
dependent ‘on the size of the 
bomb and the population density, 


of a total of 53,000 casualties, he 
said. 


Prohably no more than 3000 
persons would be killed solely 
from radiation in such an ex- 
plosion in St. Louis, Dr. Thoma 
said. The most severe radiation 
hazard is within a 1500-yard ra- 
dius of the center of the explo- 
sion—the same area in which the 
mortality rate is high from all 
types of injury. Continuing re- 
search in the problem of radia- 
tion injury will reduce the deaths 
even below the 50 per cent figure 
now attainable, he said. 


* The residual radioactive con- 
tamination of any bom area 
depends upon the height from 
which the bomb is exploded—the 
greater the height the less the 
contamination, Dr. Thoma pointed 
out. Persistent radioactivity is 
found only when the bomb is ex- 
ploded close to the ground and

“In no instance has it been 
shown that cities will ever re- 
main radioactive for generations. 
In fact, it is very much to the 
contrary. A bombed area can be 
entered by rescue parties within 
90 seconds after the explosion,” 
he declared. 

The major problem in any such 
future catastrophe will be the tre- 
mendous numbers to be cared for 
with reduced personnel and dam- 


aged facilities. Treatment of un- 
complicated radiation injury does 
not constitute any emergency, he 
said. These casualties may be 
cared for days.or weeks after the 
initial crisig has passed, he added.

Budget Bureau Estimates. 

Meanwhile the Budget Bureau 
informed Congress that tax 

revenues this fiscal year will drop 
$1,200,000,000 below ‘Truman’s 
forecast of three months ago. But 
it also said Government spending 
will fall below Truman’s January 
estimate by an even. greater 
amount—$1,300,000,000. The net 
result is a cut in the estimated 
deficit from $5,500,000,000 to 
$5,400,000,000 for the year ending 
i June 30, 

At the same time, the bureau 
forecast lower income and spend- 
ing than previously expected for 
the next fiscal year, beginning 
July 1. The result of its estimates 
would put the deficit that year at 
$5,200,000,000 instead of the 
$5,100,000,000 predicted by Tru- 
man in Janiuary. 

Slight Supply Bill Cut. 

The bureau’s new figures were 
supplied to Chairman Cannon 
(Dem.), Mo., of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee who an- 
nounced them as the Hose was 
considering a 29-billion-dollar ap- 
propriation bill for the 1951 fiscal 
year. The bill supplies funds for 
more than 40 #$Government 
agencies. It reached the amend- 
ment stage yesterday with this 
result: 

Ten per cent was cut from 
| the funds recommended by the 
House Appropriations Commit- 
tee for the District of Colum- 
bia. 
Less than 1 per cent was cut 
from the budget for the legisla- 
| tive establishment, which in- 
i cludes Congress, the Govern- 
1 ment printing office and re- 
lated Capitol activyjties. 

The aggregate reduction was 
| $1,700,000, of which $1,200,000 
| was in District of Columbia funds 
and $500,000 in Government 
| printing office allotments. 
| A similar cut on the entire bill 
i would mean a saving of about 
1 $730,000,000, which Republicans 
| say is too little. 
| A Republican drive to cut the

He said he had documentary 
evidence he would like to present 
to the committee, but that it 
would take around two weeks to 
collect it. 

Budenz produced an article by 
the Rev. James F. Kearney, pub- 
lished in the Columbia of Septem- 
ber 1949. He said it supported his 
contention that Lattimore’s course 
helped the Communists take 
China. 

Senator Green wanted to know 
if the documentary evidence Bu- 
denz wanted to give the commit- 
tee had been given the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. 

“No,” Budenz replied, “I don’t 
know that I have. I’m not cer- 
tain.” ‘But he said: “No American 
has given so many hours to the 
FBI as I have.” 

Budenz said he had been spend- 
ing about 18 hours a week with 
FBI agents and had given the 
agency everything possible. 

“IT intend to give the FBI, to 
the best of my ability, any infor- 
mation I have,” Budenz added. 

When Budenz hesitated at one 
point about giving the names of 
some suspected Communists, 
Chairman Tydings said Budenz 
could testify at a closed hearing. 

Senator Hickenlooper (Rep.), 
Iowa, remarked that names should 
be kept secret if their publica- 
tion would hamper the FBI, but 
that he didn’t want them withheld 
merely because that was the wit- 
ness’s personal prefeernce.” Sen- 
ator Lodge (Rep.), Massachusetts, 


‘ gaid he thinks public hearings 


namper the FBI. He added that 
it obviously was impossible to 
decide which names should be 
given in public and which should 
not. 

Tydings said the committee can 
take up the question at a meeting 


‘ tomorrow morning. 


In a reply to a question by com- 
mittee counsel Morgan, Budenz 
said the Communist party is 
“purely and exclusively a con- 
spiracy, and not in any sense a 
political party.” 

Morgan referred to a _ 1937 
meeting of Communist party lead- 
ers called, Budenz said, to con- 
spire to bring China into the 
Communist orbit. 

“Was Mr. Lattimore in that 
conspiracy?” Morgan asked. 

“Yes, sir, Mr. Lattimore can be 
placed in that conspiracy.” 

Morgan asked how Budenz 
could be so positive since Budenz 
had testified that Lattimore did 
not attend the 1947 meeting. 

Budenz said his information was 
based on official reports handed 
to him by Field. Budenz testified 
the report Field gave him was 
one of a series making it plain 
to him that Lattimore was re- 
garded as. a Communist by the 
party leaders. * 

Lattimore’s counsel produced a 
transcript of a conversation Bu- 
denz was purported to have had 
with a Colliers magazine editor 
late in 1948 or early in 1949. The 
conversation was to the effect 
that Budenz would not say, in an 
article that appeared in Colliers 
in March 1949, that Lattimore 
“acted as a Communist agent.” 

Morgan wanted to know if he 
had referred to Lattimore in his 
draft of that article as a Com- 
munist. Budenz said: “Oh, no, no, 
no, no.” 


Replying to another question - 


by Morgan, Budenz said there is 
no mention of Lattimore in his 
new book, ‘“‘Men Without Faces.” 
Lattimore called the book an 
anualysis of the Communist -party 
in the United States. 

“However, in another book 
which I am writing, Mr. Latti- 
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more is very prominent,” Budenz|# 


said. He did not elaborate. 

Fortas, Lattimore’s attorney, 
asked to be allowed to present a 
witness. The subcommittee turned 
him down by a 3-2 vote. 

Fortas said he wanted the 
Senators to hear Brig. Gen. 
Elliott Thorpe, retired, who for- 
merly, headed counter-intelligence 
for Gen. Douglas MacArthur. He 
said Thorpe had to leave town to- 
night. 

Senator Green asked Budenz if 
he had discussed the Lattimore 
case with Alfred oKhliberg, iden- 
tified by Lattimore as a leader of 
a Nationalist China “lobby” out 
to “get Lattimore.” The witness 
said he had known Kohlberg for 
some years and “to some extent” 
had discussed the Lattimore ‘case 
with him. 

Budenz promised to give Sen- 
ate investigators the names of a 
number of persons in the Gov- 
ernment who he believs are Com- 
munists. He made the promise 
after telling the Tydings subcom- 
mittee that he is compiling a list 


of about 400 Communists as “my 


last will and testament to the 
United States.” He said he has 
turned 200 names over to the FBI. 


Budenz said none of those now ii 


on his list is in the government. 
Budenz now is on the faculty at 


‘Fordham University in New York.

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TRUMAN SIGNS. 
BIL FOR 10-YEAR 
NOUAN AID PLAN 


Rehabilitation Measure 
for Navajos, Hopis ‘Im- 
portant Milestone,’ He 
Asserts. 


—— 


WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP) 
President Truman late yester- 
day signed a bill to set up an 
$88,570,000 aid program for the 
Navajo and Hopi Indians of the 
southwest. 

The measure he signed lacked 
a provision which caused Truman 
to veto an almost identical bill. 
‘This section would have placed 
Hopis and Navajos_ generally 
under the civil and criminal 
jurisdiction of Arizona, New Mexi- 
co and Utah. 

One feature of the new law is 
that the Federal Government will 
bear about 90 per cent of the 
cost of social security payments 
to members of the two tribes liv- 


ing on reservations. These pay- |; 


ments have been a disputed point 
for several years. 

Arizona and New Mexico, where 
most of the more than 60,000 
Navajos and some 4000 Hopis 
live, contend they are financially 
unable to make the payments. 

The long-range rehabilitation 
program is designed to improve 
the lot of the Indians through 
development of their resources, 
improvement of medical, welfare 
and educational facilities, and the 
resettlement of a large number 
of Navajos on the Colorado River 
Indian Reservation in Arizona. 

Indian Bureau plans call for 
spreading the program over a 10- 
year period. Initial appropriations 
totaling $20,000,000 were asked 
this year, but only about $11,000,- 
000 has been approved by the 
House Appropriations Committee. 

Referring to his veto of the 
Navajo-Hopi bill last year when 
it contained a provision to put 
the Indians under the civil and 
criminal laws of the states in 
which they reside, Truman said in 
a statement: 

“The step was premature; it 
was not desired by the Indians 
themselves; and it might have 
placed in jeopardy both human 
and property rights of the In- 
dians.” 


Passage of the revised measure, 
the statement asserted, “is an im- 
portant milestone in our Govern- 
ment’s administration of Indian 
affairs.” 


GEN. DEVEREUX 
PLANS TO ENTER 
CONGRESS RACE 


BALTIMORE, April 20 (AP)— 
Brig. Gen. James P. S. Devereux, 
who commanded the Marines on 
Wake Island early in World War 
II, announced today he will enter 
politics. He will seek the Repub- | 
lican nomination to Congress from 
Maryland’s Second District. 

Devereux, who retired from the 
Marine Corps in 1948 after 25 
years’ service, is likely to face 
either Representative William P. 
Bolton or State Delegate A. Gor- 
don Boone, Democrats, in the 
November general election. 

The 47-year-old general, who 
now owns a farm in nearby Ste- 
venson, said in a statement: 

“We in America are trapped in 
a giant pincer movement. |

Communism Not Issue; Educa- 
tors Consider Oath Cheapening. 


BERKELEY, Calif., April 20 
(AP)—A controversy which some 
educators say is tearing the Uni- 
versity of California to pieces is 
about to reach a climax. 

The controversy involves an 
anti-Communist oath which the 
university’s board of "gy antes has 
decreed for all 11,000 employes, 
including nearly 5000 faculty 
members. 


Communism itself is not an is- 
sue. Everybody concerned ap- 
parently is against having Com- 
munists on the university staff, 
but a large section of the faculty, 
including some of the world’s 
foremost scientists, rebelled at 
being told they must take a spe- 
cial oath or lose their jobs. 


These educators say it is all 
right to fire a faculty member 
if he is a Communist or a fellow- 
traveler, or if he is incompetent 
or otherwise not up to par; but 
not right to fire somebody just 
because he objects to a special 
oath which he considers cheap- 
ening. 

The regents heard these objec- 
tions. Then by the narrowest of 
margins, a 10-to-10 tie vote. they 
refused to rescind their special 
oath decree. They refused also 
a faculty-sponsored compromise 
by which the staff would go on 
record against Communism in the 
institution and do its part to keep 
the faculty free of Reds. 


The regents’ decision not to 
back up was preceded by a plea 
by John Francis Neylan, one of 
their number, for retention of the 
oath. 

“If we yield,” said Neyland, a 
prominent San Francisco attor- 
ney, “every Communist in Amer- 
ican will try to get on the facul- 
ty of this university, because it 
will be known that the regents 
caved in.” 

Some of the university’s star 
scientists announced flatly thev 
wouldn’t sign the special oath. 
Some hinted they would look fa- 
vorably at offers of, jobs else- 
where. | 

A large group of faculty mem- 
bers—of lower than professorial 
rank suggested a strike. A facul- 
ty senate, composed of full pro- 
fessors, vetoed that idea but hint- 
ed that it would continue to fight |f 
the -special oath’ by legal and 
moral means.

LONDON, April 20 (AP)—The 
Russians apparently have served 
‘warning that the Baltic is “their 
own preserve into which tres- 
passers enter at their peril,” the 
London Times (Independent) said 


today. 

An editorial commenting on the 
loss of the United States Navy 
Privateer plane and its crew of 
10 over the Baltic April 8 said 
“the Soviet attitude has been un- 
pardonable.” 

A Russian note on April 11 re- 
ported that an American plane 
flew over Russian-controlled Lat- 
via, exchanged fire with Russian 
fighter planes, then headed to- 
ward the Baltic. A United States 
note has rejected this, saying Rus- 
sian fighters shot down the United 
States plane, which was unarmed, 
over the Baltic sea.* 

Said the editorial: 

“It is one of the tragedies of 
the cold war that the Americans 
and Russians should always meet 
as enemies, fearing and suspect- 
ing each other. It is much more 
likely, as the American note as- 
serts, that Russian aircraft met 
the Privateer flying over the sea 
and shot it down, either in a 
moment of panic or on deliberate 
orders from above. 

“The Russians may have wished 
to warn the West that they regard 
the Baltic as their own preserve 
into which trespassers enter at 
their peril, or they may have tried 
to cover a blunder by accusing 
the Americans of violating their 
territory. Of these two explana- 
tions the second is more pal- 
atable.”

Unruh said he neglected to 
mention the incident to Bradley 
officials at the time because he 
didn’t think it was important. 
“I just brushed it off and for- 
got it,” he said. “I didn’t hold 
it against the guy—I guess guys 
like that have to eat and make 
a living.” . 

Unruh said he believed the 
man was a bookie but added that 
he could have been a prankster. 
He said also that no report was 
made to tournament officials or 
to the District Attorney in New 
York. 

The Bradley star disclosed the 
bribe offer for the first time dur- 
ing a speech at a church dinner 
in Pekin, Ill., Tuesday night. He 
said the man offered to pay $100 
if Bradley won a game by six 
points and $500 if it won by two 
points in any tournament game. 


Refused Money. 
Unruh told his audience: 
“It goes without saying that I 
turned down the money,” con- 
cluding: 
“A very bad situation exists 
there (in New York) when it

Unruh, in an interview yester- 
day, confirmed he made the 
statements but said he had as- 
sumed he was not speaking for 
publication. He said he received 
the bribe offer from the man 
outside the Paramount Hotel in 
New York March 11 or 12, after 
the team arrived there and be- 
fore it played any games in the 
National Invitational Tournament.

What Is a Contest, 

What an Exhibition? 
OXING fans here have 
been startled upon hearing 
the announcer at the start 

of a program state that there 
would be a program of “boxing 
exhibitions.” Then he would say 
that the first “event” would 
be, etc. and so forth. 

It passed unnoticed for some- 
time but followers of the game 
have become increasingly cur- 
ious as to whether they were 
paying $5 or $6 for a ringside 
seat to see something other 
than a contest. 

Charley Pian, chief deputy of 
the Missouri Athletic Commis- 
sion, stated that the announcer 
was instructed to make the an- 
nouncements by him on order 
of Charles P. Orchard, Chair- 
man. 

“The preamble of the rules 
and regulations of the Commis- 
sion states that the body gov- 
erns ‘boxing, sparring and 
wrestling exhibitions’” said 
‘Pian, “and that’s the reason 
Orchard issued his instruc- 
tions.” | 

When Orchard took office his 
_first announcement was that 
“wrestling would be regarded 
only as an exhibition, not as a 
‘contest. Boxing was never 
placed in that category. 

But it seems when the heat 
was put on the chairman by 
wrestling people he took refuge 
in the explanation that he did 
-not make any new rule regard- 
-ing wrestling but was merely 
following the book of rules 
under which the commission 
operates. 

“What are you going to do 
about boxing?” a wrestling pro- 
moter asked him. 

“That'll be announced as an 
exhibition, t.0” Orchard an- 
swered, “except in the case of 
a championship bout, when it 
will be announced as a contest.” 

So the Willie Pep-Charley 
Riley fight was announced as a 
contest because it involved the 
featherweight championship. 
The recent Riley-Ray Famechon 
bout was an “exhibition.” 

And when Jesse Turner left 
the ring after his match with 
Jimmy Welch the other night 
with blood streaming from a 
wicked cut in his left eyebrow, 
he had the consolation that he 
had not been in a “fight” but 
had been giving a “boxing ex- 
hibition.” 

Boxing fans are not fooled, 
however. They know the actual 
difference between the terms 
“contest” and “exhibition,” re- 
gardless of the weasel words of 
any commission ruling or. the 
printed word in a book of reg- 
ulations issued by a politically- 
controlled commission. And they 
don’t like to hear of such bouts 
as have been fought here re- 
cently being classed as “exhi- 
bitions.” 


Please Be Consistent. | 


NOTHER ruling of the com- 

mission which has. been 

under fire since the Arena 
bouts last Monday night is the 
one in which Frankie Rivera’s 
eye was cut in the first round . 
of his contest (?) or “exhibi- 
tion” with Jimmy Thomas. 

As Rivera sat in his corner, 
Dr. Harold Freeman, Commis- 
sion physician, advised Referee 
Dick Young to stop the bout. 
And the fans were startled to 
hear the announcer state that 
the decision was a draw under 
an old rule of the Missouri 
Commission which provided 
that a boxer incapacitated by a 
cut or some accident, before 
half the bout was completed, 
would be entitled to a draw. If 
such a thing occurred after the 
completion of half or more of 
the contest, the boy who was 
ahead at the time would be de- 
clared the winner. 

There have been two cases 
under the ruling within the 
past month. In one of them 
Jack Martin’s ear was cut in his 
bout with Richard Lumpkin. 
The doctor in charge ordered it 
stopped and Lumpkin was 
awarded a technical knockout. 
This happened in the first 
round. 

In the other Joe Hennigsen 
was winning a bout with Joe 
Romano in the fourth round 
when Hennigsen suffered an 
eye cut. The fight was stopped 
and Hennigsen was charged 
with a technical knockout. 

“How come?” ask the fans. 
“Doesn’t the same rule apply 
to all cases?” 

The answer to that one is 
that the rule will be stricken 
from the book at’a coming meet- 
ing and henceforth, when a 
fight is stopped «because one 
boxer suffers a cut, he will be 
charged with a technical knock- 
out. 

Missouri operates under the 
no-foul rule. A boxer struck 
a low blow will be credited 
with the round in which the 
infraction occurs but if he feels 
he is unable to continue he is 
charged with a technical knock- 
out. That is on the theory that 
foul-proof protectors are avail- 
able and, if worn, should pre- 
vent a boxer suffering an in- 
jury from a low blow. 

This condition was brought 
to light forcibly last Friday 
night in the bout in Washing- 
ton, D.C., between Lew Jenkins 
and Beau Jack. Jenkins was 
struck low and was unable to 
continue. He had to be assisted 
from the ring but Jack was 
given credit for a technical 
knockout over Jenkins. 

That match, of course, should 
never have been made in the 
first place. Jenkins has been 
washed up for some time and 
no promoter should have signed 
him and no commission should 
have permitted such a match to 
go on. Only trouble can result 
from such matches and no 
doubt those in charge in Wash- 
ington wish they never had 
sanctioned the bout.

Van Zant, 
Forced Out 
By Visitors 


BOSTON, April 20 (AP)—Two 
tiny Korean schoolboys and a 
chunkier and more experienced 
countryman today ranked among 
the world’s top long distance run- 
ners after finishing one-two-three 
in the famed Boston A.A, Mara- 


thon. 

Winner Kee Yong Ham, runner- 
up Kil Yoon Song and Yun Chil 
Choi, who made an exceptional 
showing in the - 1948 Olympic 
marathon, completely outclassed 
131 rivals yesterday during the 
punishing 26 miles-385 yards hill 
course that stretches from little 
Hopkinton to Boston. - 

Ham, a 19-year-oldster who at- 
tends Yung Chung High School 
in Seoul, was the first to cross 
the finish line in 2 hours, 32 min- 
utes, 39 seconds. For a time he 
threatened to break the course 
record of 2:25.39, set by his famed 
countryman, Yun Bok Suh, three 
years ago. 

Ham Slows Down. 
But little Ham lacked the 
stamina to negotiate the hills as 
Suh did in 1947 and he was 
forced to slow down to a walk so 
many times during the last five 
miles that he crossed the finish 
line only three minutes 19 sec- 
onds ahead of the 20-year-old 
Song, who ruined his chances by 
staying too far back during the 
early stages. 
Choi, who started as co-favorite 
with last year’s winner, Karl 
Gosta Leanderson of Sweden, fin- 
ished in 2:39.47, beating fourth- 
place John P. Lafferty of Boston, 
a United States Navy aviation ma- 
chinist mate stationed at Jack- 
sonville, Fla., by only five sec- 
onds. 
The three. Koreans prevented’ 
a homebred from winning by tak- 
ing turns wearing out their only 
real threat, Jesse Van Zant, for- 
mer San Franciscan now com- 
peting for the Boston A.A. 
Van Zant jumped the field at 


five miles, until overtaken by 
Choi. Then Ham and, eventually, 
Song pulled even with Van Zant. 
They plagued him in cat-and- 
mouse fashion by springing ahead 
of him, dropping back and then 
passing him again. 

Those nerve-wracking tactics 
wore down Van Zant to such a 
degree he was forced to drop out 
after 19 miles. 

Leanderson Drops Out. 

Leanderson, stricken with a 
severe case of hives last week, 
was in such feeble shape that he 
abdicated at the 22-mile mark 
after running far behind all the 
way 
The last American winner, lit- 
tle Johnny Kelley of Boston, who 
led the pack home both in 1935 
and 1945, was fifth in 2:43.45 but 
he never bothered the Koreans. 
The other first 10 finishers, in 
order, were Anthony Medeiros of 
Medford, Lloyd Bairstow of. Bos- 
ton, Paul Collins and Policeman 
Ed Romognoli, both of New York, 
and Kenneth O’Connell of Cleve- 
land.

NOTHER Thursday—time to 

get the market basket and 

head for the food stores for 
the weekend marketing bout. So 
let’s start the grocery list with a 
bargain, citrus fruit. 

There was a definite decline 
last week in the. wholesale prices 
on California navel oranges, as 
well as Florida pranges and gfape- 
fruits. The decline should be re- 
flected in the retail prices this 


week. You will get your best q 


grapefruit buys in the larger sizes, 
and don’t shy away from them 
if the skins show a greenish cast. 
They are mature fruit, with full 
sugar-content, and this green 
tinge doesn’t mean a thing. 

For fresh pineapple devotees, 
another car of Cuban pineapples 
showed up on the auction. And 
that favorite of spring fruits, rhu- 
barb, is now available from three 
sources: Michigan, California (the 
so-called “strawberry rhubarb’’) 
and homegrown. 

Remember the apple surplus 
last fall which had us all acutely 
apple-conscious? Apparently we 


did a pretty good job of eating |! 


them up, since records show that 
the apple consumption during the 
late winter months was away 
above average. However, there 
are still plenty of Delicious, Wine- 
sap and Willow Twig apples at 
reasonable prices.

HILE prices have strength- 
W ened on many vegetables, 

there are a number of good 
buys. Fresh green peas, a real 
spring treat, are in plentiful sup- 
ply and fairly cheap. And green 
asparagus from California, of ex- 
cellent quality, is on the market 
at attractive prices. A little good 
hot weather, and we’ll find home- 
grown asparagus showing up in 
the markets. 

Yellow corn from Florida is 
now being supplemented by ar- 
rival of white Texas corn. Spin- 
ach, which has been a bit high, 
is coming to us from both Arkan- 
sas and Texas, so the additional 
supplies should bring it in line 
pricewise. .Okra, too, is coming 
in a little more plentifully with 
an accompanying decline in price, 
although it is hardly a budget 
item. 

The price on tomatoes has gone 
up since we last mentioned them 
in this column, but now that Tex- 
as is beginning to send her crop 
to augment those from Florida 
and Mexico, arrivals from the 
three sections should give us an 
ample supply.

Meat Loaf May Be Inexpensive as 


Well as Unusually Tasty 


Corn-stuffed meat 


‘By FRANCES DAWSON. 

Meat loaf is an inexpensive dish 
since it uses those cuts of beef 
which are low in.cost and are 
made tender by grinding. A good 
loaf should hold together but it 
should not- be too compact. It is 
usually lightened by the addition 
of some kind of dry cereal or 
oatmeal. 

A sauce in which the loaf may 
be baked is a tasty addition to 
any meat loaf..A simple tomato 
sauce with the addition of some 
oregano or pot herbs give flavor 
to the loaf. Canned mushroom or 
vegetable soup poured* over the 
loaf after it has begun to brown 
also adds savoriness to a simple 
meat loaf. 

Here are some recipes for meat 
loaf: 

Corn Stuffed Meat Roll. 

One can whole kernel corn, well 
drained. 

One egg, well beaten. 

One cup saft bread crumbs. 

Two tablespoons chopped par- 
sley. 

One-fourth cup chopped onion. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 

One and one-half pounds 
ground beef seasoned with one 
teaspoon salt. 

Dash of pepper. 


Season meat with salt and pep- 
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per. Place a sheet of waxed pa- 
per on a bread board and place 
meat on paper. Coat rolling pin 
with flour and roll meat in a 10 
by 12 inch rectangle: Mix remain- 
ing ingredients and spread evenly 
on meat. Roll as for jelly roll, 
place in a shallow baking dish 
and bake in a moderate oven for 
one hour. Serve with tomato 
sauce. Serves eight. 
Savory Meat Loaf. 

Two pounds ground beef. 

One egg. 

One-fourth ‘cup finely chopped 
onion. 

One and one-half teaspoon salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon pepper. 

One can vegetable soup, undi- 
luted. 

Two cups rice flakes. 

Mix all ingredients thoroughly, 
pat into a roll and place in a 
greased baking dish. Sprinkle roll 
with flour and place in a hot oven 
to brown. Pour one-half cup 
boullion or stosk around loaf, re- 
duce heat to moderate (350 de- 
gress) and continue baking for at 
least one hour. If liquid evapo- 
rates add more. Whole onions and 
potatoes may be placed around 
loaf: and. baked . during the last 
half hour of baking.

As you pass the canned goods 
shelves, watch for buys in canned 
corn and canned lima beans. Last 
year’s lima bean pack was the 
largest on record, 80 per cent 
more than the. year before; and 
two large packs of corn in suc- 
cession make it also very plenti- 
ful. Which adds up to good news 
for succotash enthusiasts. Also, 
don’t overlook the good old-fash- 
ioned corn puddings and fritters. 
Incidentally, we read the other 
day where some mathematically- 
minded person figured out that 
food processed last year averaged 
459 cans for every household in 
the United States.

F you haven’t already done so, 
1 you may want to investigate the 

non-fat dry milk in powder 
form which appeared in one- 
pound packages on the shelves 
of local grocers late this winter. 
The powdered skim milk is very 
economical and a great conven- 
ience, since it can be kept in your 
pantry and need not be refrig- 
erated. Made ‘from fresh fluid 
milk, it has the same food value 


as regular milk, with the excep- 
tion of the butterfat which cpn- 


tains vitamin A. Simply mixing] ¥ 


three tablespoons of the powder 
in one cup of water gives you the 
equivalent of one cup of liquid 
skim milk for cooking purposes. 
If you prefer, sift the powder 
with your other dry ingredients 
and add the water separately. 
The milk in powder form is espe- 
cially good for use on camping 
trips or other places where re- 
frigeration is not available.

Fresh yam sweet potatoes are 
going to be seen in most markets 
this -year throughout June, says 
an official report from Louisiana.

when normally they would have 
disappeared from produce coun- 
ters altogether. 3 

This will be good news in 
Northern areas where winter and 
spring are slow to disentangle 
themselves and summer in no 
hurry to arrive, either. Sweet po- 
tatoes are satisfying eating and 
from -now on they will be avail- 
able in fair supply up to a mére 
four to five weeks of the arrival 
of new croppers, late in July.

ARE SPRING DISHES 


Spring flowers, asparagus and 
rhubarb. Could anything bring 
spring and summer more to 
mind? The present spring and 
summer temperatures in the 
Delta region of California have 
brought the “fat,” tender aspara- 
gus spears popping like magic 
from the soft earth. “Grass” (as 
your dealer often calls it) grows 
so quickly under these ideal con- 
ditions that expert pickers some- 
times have to swarm over a field 


harvested while fhe stalks are 
perfect. 

Asparagus is sold either by the 
bunch or by the pound. Choose 
fresh, tender, brittle stalks with 
close, compact tips. The whole 
stalk, with the exception’ of an 
inch or two of tke base, should 
be green and tender. Plan to get 
two servings from a pound. 

Break off each stalk as far 
down as it ‘snaps easily. Wash 
thoroughly to remove any. loose 
scales and sand. Leave the spears 
whole or cut into inch lengths. 


Whole Stalks or Spears. 

Cook in one inch of boiling 
salted water in a tightly covered 
saucepan for 10 to 20 minutes, or 
until the spears can be pierced 
easily with a fork. 

Cook in pressure’ saucepan for 
one-half to one ant one-half 
minutes at 15 pounds pressure. 

Cut Pieces. 

Drop into an inch of boiling 
salted water. Cook, covered, 12 
to 15 minutes.

House Hearing, Denies 
Forcing Terms on Ore 


Producers. 


WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP)

C. M. White, president of Re- 
public Steel Corp.—the nation’s 
jthird largest producer—told a 
i} House monopoly committee to

vestigation of the steel industry 
and big business. 

This is a big country, White 
said; it eats big and it spends 
big; it has big. steel..companies, 
big unions, big government, big 
churches, big investigations.

Sharp Words, Lively Hearing. 
White’s statement concluded a 
lively hearing session on steel in- 
dustry practices. There was more 
than the customary quota of table 


| thumping, charges and occasion- 
jal lapses into four-letter words. 


Chairman Celler (Dem.), New 


1 York, assured White the commit- 
} tee is only trying to find out 


i‘“‘whether our anti-trust. laws 


| should be revamped. to keep pace 


i with reality.” 

Preceding White before the 
committee was Frank Smith, a 
small producer of iron ore in 
the Cartersville area of Georgia. 
Smith testified that Republic 
Steel, as the only buyer of Geor- 
gia ore, forces the small produc- 
ers to sell on its own terms, and 
prevents Georgia producers from 
selling their ore in other mar- 
kets. 

White explosively called Smith’s 
charges “ridiculous.” He said 


Smith and other Cartersville pro- 
ducers don’t have to contract ex- 
clusively with Republic if they 
don’t like it. 

Denies Any ‘Understanding.’ 
Replying to Smith’s charge that 
Republic and U. S. Steel have “an 
arrangement” giving Republic ex- 
clusive rights over Georgia ore, 
White declared there is “no un- 
derstanding of any kind.” 

He demanded to know’ why | 
Smith had not come to Cleveland 
to see him personally and try to 
make a better deal, adding: 

“It’s amazing to me, by God, 
to have somebody doing business 
with Republic have to come down 
to Washington to deal with us.” 
Celler said he thought White 
was “playing God” with Georgia 
producers. Representative Keat- 
ing (Rep.), New York, said Re- 
public’s contracts probably would 
be illegal in New York state. 
White received permission to 
have a Republic official from 
Birmingham answer Smith today. 


by Smith as Republic’s contract 
representative with Georgia pro- 
ducers. 

White called the Georgia ore 
situation a “piddling deal,” and 
voiced the opinion that it was 
Republic and not the Georgia pro- 
ducers “who has gotten the ream- 
ing over the years.” 

Interlocking Boards Discussed. 
In response to questioning by 
Cellar, White denied that Repub- 
lic had interlocking directorates 
with other steel companies. 
Cellar brought up a Justice De- 
partment complaint against Re- 
public and several other steel 
companies 15 years ago, which 
charged violation of the anti-trust 
law through interlocking direc- 
torates. 

Naming directors now on the 
boards of both Republic and the 
Cleveland Cliffs Iron Co., Celler 
said it appears that Republic is

They bluster in the slums and 
threaten in the villages, bidding 
the vast peaceful majority of 
Japanese to beware, for a revolu- 
tion is coming. 

The desire for a peace treaty 
and an end to Allied occupation 
is shared alike by conservatives 
and Communists, though for very 
different reasons and purposes. 
The Communists recognize that 
as long as Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur rules their land they will 
get nowhere in their plotting for 
revolution. 

Imprisoned for Criticism. 


At least 63 Japanese—mostly 
Communists, though perhaps not 
all—have been sent to prison in 
1948 and 1949 for criticizing 
either Gen. MacArthur’s rule in 
Japan or the United States, or the 
Allied powers and their policies. 
It is against ‘the law in Japan to 
criticize the current ruling pow- 
ers, either by public speech or 
press. 

The 63 men included labor 
leaders, educators, politicians and 
newspaper editors. The average 
term to which they were sen- 
tenced was four and one-half 
years at hard labor, although 
some of the sentences have run 
up to 15 years. The trials were 
conducted by United States Army 
courts. 

The Communists want the oc- 
cupation ended and American 
troops sent home. The conserva- 
tives want the occupation ended, 
but as long as the threat of Com- 
munism exists, they want Ameri- 
can armed forces in their neigh- 
borhood, as well as a continua- 
tion of that supplementary food 
supply without which the masses 
in the cities would be very hun- 
gry, indeed, and more apt to turn 
Red. | 

The great parliamentary ma- 
jority and their conservative con- 
stituencies, of which Prime Min- 
ister Shigeru Yoshida is the 
leader, will be glad to give the 
United States military bases in 
their islands, even though these 
would remain for years a re- 
minder of an empire’s defeat and 
wormwood for Japanese pride. 

There will be some opposition 
to the grant of these bases, of 
course. Already some of this op- 
position is vocal. 

Manifesto Issued. 


Late in 1949 the “intelligent- 
gia” from the Japanese colleges 
issued a manifesto. It objected 
to granting military bases in 
Japan to any alien power. It as- 
serted that Japan must be neu- 
tralized forever, with guarantees 
from all the powers, including 
Russia, and from the United 
Nations. 

But the conservative Japanese 
will welcome the continuation of 
American military protection as 
long as the sovereignty of Japan 
over its own domestic affairs 1s 
recognized by treaty. The Japa- 
nese want to run their own inter- 
nal industry and foreign trade. 
They want their own merchant 
marine. They want their own en- 
voys and salesmen to go overseas. 
They want once more to rejoin 
the family of nations. 

The Japanese point out that 
they have been paying the costs 
of the occupation, and that these 
have amounted to about 30 per 
cent of their national budget for 
the last four and a half years. In- 
directly the occupation has cost 
them a great deal more than that, 
they believe, because of its requi- 
sitioning of all sorts of materials 
which were in short supply for 
use for military and recreational 
construction. 

Gen. MacArthur’s military and 
civilian bureaucracy sprawls all 
over Tokyo, dominating the life of 
the capital. It occupies a fairly 
high percentage of the finest of- 
fice buildings, hotels and homes 
in a land where a good deal of 
housing was destroyed. The peo- 
ple who have been thrown out of 
these buildings can’t get any re- 
imbursement from the Japanese 
Government, except in small drib- 
lets. The Japanese Government 
and Japanese commerce are thus 
losing income in taxes and trade.

Birth-Control Measures.’ 


With a slight shove from Gen. 
MacArthur’s headquarters, the 
Japaneses are tackling their great 
problem — overpopulation. Post- 
war birth control in Japan in- 
volves legalized sale of contra- 
ceptives, legalized abortion and 
legalized sterilization of persons 
deemed by authorities to be unfit 
to have babies. Protests against 
this program in Japan have been 
raised by the Roman Catholic 
Church, but the Catholic Church 
is not nearly so powerful there 
as the mingled, indigenous faiths 
of Buddhism and Shinto. 

The real man back of birth 
control in Postwar Japan is Brig. 
Gen. Crawford Sams, chief of 
Gen. MacArthur’s public health 
section. 

In the last four and one-half 
years Gen. Sams has given the 
Japanese about 700 public health 
centers which they nevcr had be- 
fore. It is in these publie health 
centers that Japanese women who 
may not want to bear children 
are being taught increasingly how 


to avoid it. 

One of the real reasons for the 
overpopulation of Japan before | 
the war was that, while a Jap- 
anese wife might be perfectly 


glad to bear her husband four 
or five children, there frequently 
came a time when enough was 
enough. At that point the wife 
didn’t know what to do about it 
because the man was master un- 
der law. 

Gen. MacArthur’s headquarters 
gave Japan libera'ized divorce 
laws and absolute equality of men 
and women before the law—even 
greater equality than in_ the 
United States. As a result of this 
act alone, the divorce rate in 
Japan is climbing. This also tends 
to keep down the birth rate. 


In 1948 the Japanese Parlia- 
ment adopted laws which legal- 
ized abortion under some condi- 
tions, where the question of pub- 
lic health was concerned, and 
provided ‘for the licensed sale of 
contraceptive devices both for 
men and women. 

The first licenses for the public 
sale of contraceptives were grant- 
ed by the Japanese Welfare Min- 
istry in April 1949. Almost im- 
mediately there were 19 firms in 
the sales end of this business, 
and by the beginning of 1950 
there were 48. These firms have 
advertised widely in the women’s 
magazines and in the newspapers. 


Japanese motion-picture con- 
cerns were quick to turn to the 
subject. As of Jan. 1, 1950, there 
were nine Japanese movie pro- 
ductions on this subject being 
shown profitably throughout the 
country, “for adults only.” 

In helping work out a birth- 
control program, MacArthur's 
headquarters has had the help of 
other men besides Gen. Sams.

“One notable phase of the 
psoblem,” the report said, “is 
that of European or extra-Euro- 
pean cartels, monopolies and pri- 
vate business practices which 
may restrain competition in-Eu- 
rope.” 

Myrdal also published a secret 
proposal for a trade agreement 
between the East and West he 
made last Nov. 2 in the hope of 
solving a year’s deadlock of the 
commission’s trade committee. He 
attempted to sect down a com- 
promise between Eastern and 
Western attitudes, but there was 
a general lack of enthusiasm. 

Pact Proposal Fails. 

The committee was supposed to 
increase trade between the East 
and the West, but failed as a re- 
sult of the Russian bloc’s demand 
for immediate abolition of the 
Western export licensing system 
and a simultaneous refusal to 
provide essential information on 
Eastern Europe’s export  pro-. 
grams. 

Myrdal said the proposed mo- 
nopoly investigation should in- 
clude also the foreign trade poli- 
cies of “government-owned trad- 
ing entities” and the effects of 
quotas, payments agreements and 
quantitative restrictions on trade. 

Existing national legislation, he 
said, is applicable only in indi- 
vidual home markets. :

It’s enough to make you rub your eyes, this 
support which is being given to President Tru- 
man’s Point Four proposal for technical assist- 
ance to underdeveloped countries. 

Already more than 50 organizations have 
asked Congress to adopt the program now be- 
fore the Senate. The diversity of these groups 
is even more interesting than their number. 

Among them are the National Association of 
Manufacturers and the CIO, the Federal Coun- 
cil of Churches and the Farm Bureau, the Quak- 
ers and the National Catholic Welfare Council, 
the New York State Bar Association and the 
Socialist party, the American Legion and the 
War Resisters League, the Guaranty Trust Co. 
of New York and the National Farmers Union. 

And only two opponents have declared them- 
selves. One is Paul Robeson’s Council on Afri- 
can Affairs. The other is the National Economic 
Council, Ine., which blusters that this is a 
“scheme whereby more billions of tax money 
will be wrung from you taxpayers ... just one 
more part of the Socialist-Communist scheme to 
take away what's left of the savings of the 
American people.” 

Well, we are not yet quite ready to believe 
that the Guaranty Trust Co., the NAM, the Na- 
tional Society of Professional Engineers and the 
Detroit Board of Commerce are plugging 
Socialist-Communist schemes. 

What is behind this well nigh unanimous 
support of Point Four, quite aside from humani- 
tarianism, is the realization that the promoting 
of prosperity abroad means prosperity at home. 
With its tremendous productive capacity, the 
United States needs foreign markets; and it 
makes more sense to develop new ones than to 
struggle with nations like Great Britain for 
those which already exist. 

This attitude can be called selfish, but it is an 
enlightened selfishness. The idea is to stabilize 
American well-being by increasing the well- 
being of other peoples. It is an effort to build 
on the proposition that a prosperous world is a 
peaceful world. It is, indeed, the ultimate an- 
swer to the Communist challenge. 3 

While stressing this wide support for Point 
Four, it is only fair to say that there is not 


nearly as much agreement on how it should be 


carried out. After all, the objective has been 
stated only in general terms, so each advocate 
has a more or less individual approach to it. 

A larger measure of agreement on details is 
one of the first results to be expected if Con- 
gress grants the President the modest $45,000,- 
000 he has asked for Point Four. This money 
would put the program into more specific shape. 
The House already has voted $25,000,000 to get 
the plan under way. But it is to be hoped that 
the Senate will be a bit more bold in its ap- 
proach to this bold idea. 
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- How to Measure Doughnuts 

Herbert Ross, inspector of doughnut holes, has 
an unenviable job. He travels for the Doughnut 
Corp. of America to see to it that holes in 
doughnuts measure one-fourth of an inch in 
diameter instead of three-eighths, as in the past. 
Either way is cutting a doughnut pretty thin. 

The hole is just about the most important 
thing in a doughnut. Next to the dough, that 
is. Few people, after all, are interested in eat- 
ing doughnut holes, big or little. The hole is 
principally a graceful addition to the art of 
dunking. It permits coffee to seep into a dough- 
nut from both outside and inside, not only from 
outside in. 

Inspector Ross concedes this, 
smaller hole will help dunking. 
not need a ruler to make sure. All he needs is 
coffee and a good digestion. For a functional 
doughnut hole can be just big enough to thread 
with No. 6 thread, or for a nearsighted man to 
see through. It need not be large. It should 
merely be present. 
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Those “Secret” Elections 
In the April 4 election, too many St. Louis 
county residents were confused by multiple poll- 
ing places and the sudden appearance of local 
issues of which many had never even heard. A 


-letter printed on this page shows how such con- 


fusion can be compounded by poor management 
of special elections. 

Tomorrow, Affton and Jennings residents will 
vote on a school tax which they defeated 17 days 
ago. Kinloch and Berkeley will vote on Tues- 
day. How many residents are aware of these 
elections? The “secrecy” which the letter writer 
charges may not be intentional, but the result of 
inadequate notice of elections is apparent. 

When there is little notice of a separate school 
election, the probable result is that only persons 
with a burning interest in schools will vote. 
However much the schools need money, this is 
a devious way to go about raising public funds, 
or holding an election. 

The right of a free ballot means little unless 
the electorate is fully informed as to the time 
and place of an election, and the reasons for it. 
It should not be too difficult to arrange matters 
so that school tax questions and similar issues 
would come up for decision in connection with 
a regular primary or general election. Most 
special elections are an unnecessary expense as 
well as a device hardly calculated to bring out 
the largest number of voters. 
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It looks like spring has finally caught up with 
April. 
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Arms for France or Indochina? 

France apparently is determined to compound 
its mistakes in Indochina. It still is doggedly 
refusing to grant Indochina self-rule, despite the 
clear record of the postwar victories the Nether- 
lands and Great Britain won when they with- 
drew from former Asian colonies. 

The United States is preparing a $15,000,000 
arms aid package to help defeat Communist- 
trained Ho Chi-minh’s rebel forces in Indochina. 
Properly, the United States thinks the French- 
backed Bao Dai Government there ought to 
have something to say about how the assistance 
is used. 

France, however, thinks otherwise. it insists 
on retaining full control. And,“in so doing, it 
is tryihg its best to defeat its own cause by 
estranging Indochinese and other Asians and 
swelling the ranks of the rebels. 

Some American pressure is being applied, but 
it looks as though more may be needed. What 
such pressure can achieve is indicated by 
the success gained in Greece, where Premier 


Sophocles Venizelos’ unrepresentative Govern- _ 


ment resigned, following a stern American lec- 
ture on the fundamentals of democracy. 

This victory may turn out to be only tempo- 
rary, or even no more than a mirage. And in 
any case, what is possible in Athens is not 
necessarily possible in Paris. But America is 
running a grave risk of again simply throwing 
away its effort and helping its opponent, as it

did in China, if it does not succeed in convincing 
Frenchmen to follow the principles of simple 
justice.

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What the Post Office Should Do 


Reducing mail delivery is not the way to solve 
the Post Office Department's financial troubles, 

Postmaster General Donaldson's drastic action 
may cause so much public protest that Congress 
will be forc%d to give the Post Office the money 
it wants. That would be no solution. It would 
only defer a solution. 

It will be much more constructive if the Post- 
master General’s cut serves-to make the public 
militantly aware that it deserves, instead, at 
least as good service as it has been getting, but 
at considerably less cost. 

The Post Office Department could be self- 
supporting, instead of running a deficit of half 
a billion dollars as it did last year, the Hoover 
commission has declared. 

Postmasters in the 21,000 cities and larger 
towns, whose appointments now are patronage 
in the hands of the majority party, should be 
appointed by the Postmaster General. The 
Hoover Commission recommended it, and Presi- 
dent Truman has since proposed it to Congress. 

A bill introduced in the Senate would give 
effect to the President’s proposal. Under it, 
Senate confirmation of postmasters would no 
longer be required. Though not a single wit- 
ness appeared against the measure, the Senate 
Post Office and Civil Service Committee is try- 
ing to smother it and refuses to let go of it. 

‘The Postmaster General should not be an of- 


ficial of a political party, the commission recom- | 


mended. Mr. Donaldson is a career man, but 
something of a tradition has grown up for ap- 
pointing the chairman of the successful party’s 
national committee to the postmaster general- 
ship after a presidential election. 

The department should be made more busi- 
nesslike and more flexible, as are TVA and other 
Government corporations, the commission said. 
Obsolete practices still adhered to in running 
the business of Uncle Sam’s mails should be 
replaced with business methods, particularly in 
rate-making, accounting and budgeting. 

Instead of squabbling over the size of the 
appropriations, Congress and the Post Office 
Department should be getting their heads to- 
gether—not to eliminate service, but to elimi- 
nate waste. 


Numbers 22 and 23 
Two weeks have passed since Charles Binaggio 
and Charles Gargotta were shot down in Kansas 
City.

So far Binaggio and Gargotta are simply num- 
bers 22 and 23 on the accumulated list of mur- 
ders left unsolved by Kansas City police. 

The public still does not know what the police 
did with the papers and private records taken 
from Binaggio’s office, or what or who was 
mentioned in them. 

Binaggio had his hand “ this police force. 
Two members of the Police Board were consid- 
ered Binaggio'’s choices, and Theodore C. Link 
reports that the day before the underworld poli- 
tician died. six policemen were lined up at his 
office to seek favors. 

The dead hand of Binaggio remains, undis- 
turbed even by the necessity for solving his mur- 
Mayor Kemp and the Kansas City council 
told Gov. Smith that the crime situation was out 
of hand and demanded an investigation of the 
police. The Governor refused to act or to 
change the Police Board. 

What has been done? Nothing that would 
reassure the people of Kansas City or of Mis- 
souri. Not by the police, nor by Gov. Smith, 
nor by President Truman, who has not ordered 
the FBI into the case. 

Under the circumstances, this state should 
have the help of swift, vigorous federal pursuit 
on the trail of gangster politics and death.

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Politics vs. Socialism 

The sudden departure of Stanley Evans from 
his post as No. 2 man in the British Ministry 
of Food is a concrete demonstration of the 
change in Britain’s political climate since La- 
bor’s narrow victory last February.

After 
36 years abroad, he is making himself acquainted 
once more with his own country. Since Europe 


is not what it used to be, it is understandable 
that he should have decided to come home. 
What is not quite so understandable—and yet 
intriguing—is why he remained away so long. 

Far be it from us to belittle the attractions of 
life abroad, especially in the days before the 
last war. Admittedly, the United States has no 
city like Paris, or like Florence or Venice for 
that matter. Thousands of years of history and 
literature polished the old continent until it be- 
came indeed a richly gleaming gem. It was 
only natural that an American should want a 
taste of its life, especially since it showed a hos- 
pitality for the arts largely lacking in a country 
in which the stress still was on building cities 
and filling up empty spaces.

Yet it offered an adventure in growth and 
progress which was—and stiil is—irresistibly 
thrilling.

The European business man is lonely— 
never fully accepted by society, always 
suspected by what continentals like to 
call “the working 
classes.” Since he 
is satisfied that he’ll 
never have many 
friends, he does not 
even bother to make 
any. 

So long as he is 
playing the unpopu- 
lar game of business, 
he’s resolved to pile 
up the chips; for in- 
wardly he knows of 
only one justifica- 
tion for being in 
business at all, name- 
ly, to get out of it— 
by accumulating as 
fast and as decisively as possible the sort 
of wealth that establishes status. 


To have status in Europe means to pur- 
sue an extra-economic career — govern- 
ment, army, scholarship, or the fine art 
of relaxation. In this respect Europe has 
never ceased being a closed society.

Economics at the Table 


This miraculous chemistry is subject to 
complex rules. To own a mine or to run 
a steel. works makes a business man al- 
most unobjectionable. The really unfor- 
givable is to sell consumer goods; money 
earned in that pit is slow to deodorize. 


One reason for this refined distinction 
may be the relative political weight of 
primary industries. On them, after all, 
depends the military might of a nation. 
That’s why a third-rate European ‘steel 
producer may safely be seated next to the 
colonel’s wife, while a _ soft-drink king 
cannot be invited to dinner at all. 


The low man on the totem pole of 
values is unavoidably the consumer. As 
far back as man can remember, the Euro- 
pean consumer has been educated to con- 
sider every purchase he is permitted to 
make as a special tavor for which he 
— respectful gratitude to the kindly 
seller. 


Matters are uhderttendably worse when 
the European customer does business with 
monopolies, particularly state monopolies. 
The boorishness.qgne encounters at third- 
class ticket windows of continental rail- 
roads, the indifference of telephone oper- 
ators and other public utility agents, make 
the consumer feel like a rookie facing 
his sergeant. 


European business men resent any kind 
of advice their American opposites offer 
(sometimes not too tactfully) on how to 
run continental businesses; but no med- 
dling is more resented than proposals to 
introduce American sales techniques, 


As Far as Diversity Goes 


Andre Siegfried wrote, in “America 
Comes of Age,” “A limited number of 
models suffices (in the United States), 
repeated indefinitely and varying only ac- 
cording to certain fixed rules.” This is 
the stereotyped European notion of stereo- 
typed American produce, and it must con- 
found any American on a shopping tour 
through Europe. 


Lucky the Frenchman who can get a 
fitting substitute for a rusty bathtub water 
outlet from anyone but its original manu- 
facturer; and heart-breaking the woes of 
Dutch automobilists who have to use 
Renault screws in Fiat cars. But that’s 


essential truth; 


as far as diversity seems to go in conti- 
nental production. 

From Amsterdam to Naples one sees 
pretty much the same ashtrays, the same 
crayons, the same upholstery, the same 
coffee cups, and even the same lipstick 
shades. 


“Protected” is of course the key word. 
For there seems to be nothing wrong with 
the ancient European inventiveness and 
artisan skill; continental manufacturers, if 
they were in any degree interested, could 
get hold of enough new ideas to change 
their lines. twice a year. 
they care? 

Their business volume is protected by 
cartel arrangements, their profit protected 
by tariffs and straight subsidies, their 
market protected by exchange controls 
and sharp methods of locking distribution 
outlets against aggressive outsiders, their 
manpower supply protected by the increas- 
ing immobility of European labor. With 
all this, the continental consumer is kept 
under strict discipline even in a _ buy- 
ers’ market. 


No Notions of Growth 


The observation that European business 
is static may be trite but it remains the 
and expressive evidence 
is the fact that so many of those familiar 
progress bulletins on European production 
use 1933 as the yardstick of comparison— 
a particularly sad year of' stagnation. 


The point is that European business has 
discarded the notion of growth. Its hori- 
zon has shrunk to a defense, or rather 
recovery, of the status quo. Few words 
can outrage European business miet so 
much as that American favorite, “vision” 
—because they are allergic to anything 
that implies risks on the future. 

Known, however, are two facts: one, 
European business emphatically disagrees 
with Paul Hoffman’s suggestion that a 
unified European market area could, or at 
least ought to, be created within the next 
three years; two, Europeans just do not 
believe that Marshall aid will end. 


It’s a twisted argument, but it falls in 
focus if one grants the European premise: 
that Europe, by not going Communist, is 
doing America a favor. 

‘The predominant conviction among con- 

tinental employers is still that good wages 
and good profits are mutually exclusive. 
And there is many a continental indus- 
trialist who, as if to oblige Karl Marx, 
considers irreconcilable enmity between 
workers and employers an inexorable law 
of the natural order. 


The Alibi for Low Wages 


The usual alibi for low wages—Europe’s 
need to produce cheaply for export—dis- 
regards, of course, the universal experi- 
ence of ail healthy industrial export: its 
prerequisite has always been a strong 
domestic market for industrial produce. 


To compete seriously in the United 
States market, European commodities 
would have to be produced at unit costs 
of true mass production; and true mass 
production is not so much a matter of 
ingenious techniques as the response to 
domestic mass demands. Europe, in other 
words, has no chance of selling substan- 
tially in the Western Hemisphere until 
Europeans have a chance to buy substan- 
tially at home. 

European -productivity will not be raised 
importantly by Paul. Hoffman’s sensible 
oratory on “integration” or even by ECA’s 
efficiency advisers. What needs reform 
is the European concept of business.

Between Book Ends 


Changing Nature of Treason 


TREASON—The Story of Disioyalty and Betrayal in 
American History, by Nathaniel Weyl. (Public 
Affairs Press, Washington, D. C., 491 pags., $4.50.) 
The continuing charges and counter- 

charges of treason are assuming such large 

proportions in American public life that 
any study of it has at least the virtue of 
timeliness. Mr. Weyl, by setting down the 
details of cases from Benedict Arnold to 
Judith Coplon, analyzing the personalitias, 
motives and political climate of @ch case, 
makes the present scene both more plau- 
sible and understandable. It may take 
decades to get all the facts, to determire 
whether those presently accused of treason 
have motives such as the personal ambi- 
tion of Aaron Burr or the high idealism of 

Thomas Dorr, Rhode Island lawyer who in 

the 1840s was convicted of treason in h% 

campaign for universal manhood suffrage. 

Since treason involves hidden motives, ac- 

complices in high places, decisions hae 

been based on hysteria, political expedi- 
ence and circumstantial evidence, some of 
it borne out by facts found only many 
years later when only historical evaluation 


and not court decisions could be changed 
* * 


In reviewing his cases the author tries 
to determine where the charges of treason 
are correct, on the constitutional basis of 
“levying war against the United States c« 
adhering to their enemies, giving them aid 
and comfort.” Or, conversely, were the 
individuals involved merely exercising 
their constitutional rights of political dis- 
agreement, protest and advocacy of 
change? Easiest to handle are the older 
cases, although even here the author's cur- 
rent political orientation enters to some 
extent in shaping his views of the past. 
But, of course, most difficult to view ob- 
jectively (or fully) are the current cases, 
those involving ‘“pro-Soviet espionage.’ 
But he does plunge in, devoting his last 
70 pages to it “not because it is treason, 
but because there is a clear line of causal 
progression between the activities of the 
ideological spy and those of the outright 
traitor. Treason, in its most significant 
form, is a covert transfer of allegiance to 
a foreign power in time of war. Those 
who do this in peacetime form the cohorts 
of future traitors. . .. The fact (is) that 
the chief enemy of the Soviet Union today 
is not Germany, but the U.S.” 

The sum of his argument is that the 
United States are a government of the 
people. So long as it remains so (and it 
does today), individuals attempting its 
overthrow betray not only a government 
but an entire people. But “if an Ameri- 
can Government should tear up the Con- 
stitution and rule by arbitrary force, re- 
sistance to it would be not treason, but a 
patriotic obligation.” Then, going beyond 
the present, and introducing his belief in 
some form of world government, Mr. Weyl 
argues that the American conception 
therefore constitutes a bridge from the 
older idea of a betrayal of the nation to 
that of the betrayal of human freedom.

While it is difficult to argue with the 
author, on the basis of the evidence and 
arguments he introduces about Soviet 
espionage, that the nature of treason has 
changed, it seems unwise and perhaps 
even dangerous in the present state of the 
world to accept this concept instead of 
the limited constitutional definition of 
treason. “Human freedom” still means so 
many different things to so many different 
people that we stand the danger here of 
an almost automatic official change in 
definition with every change of the party 
in power. While I can understasd tha 
Mr. Weyl never intended it that way, hi, 
yardstick would be welcomed by’ sone 
of our most reactionary American politi- 
cians as well as by the Communists.

RICHMOND? Va., April 20 (AP) 
—Toscanini played “Dixie. 

It happened last night in the 
Mosque Auditorium here as the 
83-year-old maestro, appearing 
with the National Broadcasting 
Co. symphony orchestra, con- 
ducted his second concert of a 
cross-country tour of 20 cities. 

As the master of classical music 


| directed the orchestra in the un- 


precedented encore, rebel yells 
echoed to the rafters of ‘the audi- 
torium, jammed by a crowd of 
5000 which paid prices starting 
at $6. 

Prior to “the climactic encore 
the program was staid enough. 

The finale furnished the excite- 
ment, and the surprise. As the 
orchestra rendered the opening 
bars of “Dixie” the audience sat 
momentarily amazed, then rose 
‘with one accord. Yells, howls of 
surprise and rousing’ cheers 
crashed through the music. 

And the maestro — who had 
kept a dignified austerity all 
night—grinned back at the audi- 
ence before him as he took bow 
after bow. 

The surprise rendition of 
“Dixie” is credited to Toscanini’s 
20-year-old grandson, Walfredo 
Toscanini, a Yale University stu- 
dent. 


He’d been after the Italian 
maestro for some time to interest 
himself in the South. 

Toscanini hadn't even heard of 
“Dixie” until 10 days ago. 

He half-way decided he’d play 
the fune somewhere during his 
current tour, which will take him 
into the deep South. 

Toscanini arrived here Tuesday. 
He. went to Williamsburg, visited 
some of Richmond’s monuments 
—and made up his mind: to play 
“Dixie” in the capital of the Con- 
federacy. 

‘There were frantic rehearsals 
yesterday. He heard one arrange- 
ment, didn’t like it, sent out for 
others. 

Finally, he settled on the au- 
thenticity of Dr. Frank Black’s 
music sheets — and he played 
“Dixie” as old Dan Emmett wrote 
it but ‘as it had never been played 
before. 

Now he plans to repeat the play- 
ing of “Dixie” in Atlanta and 
New Orleans. 

And, said an orchestra spokes- 
man last night: 

“The maestro is more interested 
in the life of Dan Emmett than 
in Tschaikovsky.”

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., April 


20 (AP)—If you skipped break-| 


fast this morning, you can ex- 
pect: 


Up to a 40 per cent loss in ef- | 
ficiency, as compared with hav-| 


ing had a good breakfast. 

No real help_in losing weight 
by missing the day’s first meal. 

These were the findings in 
studies of breakfast habits, re- 
ported today by Dr. W. W. Tuttle, 
professor of physiology at the 
University of lowa, and Kate 
Daum, head of nutrition at the 
university’s hospitals. 

No breakfast means a greater 
loss of efficiency for men than 
for women, they told the Federa- 
tion of American Societies for 
Experimental Biology. Women 
suffered an average of 25 per 
cent reduction in efficiency, men 
higher. The loss, with lowered 
reaction speed, also could involve 
you in accidents, they said.

In the welter of charges 
and countercharges about Com- 
munism, the essential nature of 
the accusation against Lattimore 
may be lost sight of. 

The charge, as it related to the 
security of the nation, was that 
Lattimore was an active partici- 
pant in shaping foreign policy and 
in this role was in fact the “archi- 
tect” of the Administration’s Far 
Eastern policy. Testimony by 
Lattimore and by officials of the 
State Department seems to me to

sonable doubt. 


Guilt by Coincidence. 


His relationship with the deé- 
partment was that of a number 
of citizens who have from time 
to time been called in to express 
various points of view on policy 
and its conduct. If these various 
points of view were appraised 
realistically, then it would be not 
only proper but desirable to get 
the widest*possible range of opin- 
ion from Right to Left.

ATHENS, Ga., April 20 (UP)— 
Mrs. Kathleen Merry Drewry, 45 
years old, said today she and her 
former husband, Dean John E. 
Drewry of the University of Geor- 
gia Journalism School, lived to- 
gether as man and wife after 
they were divorced last July. 

Mrs. Drewry, accused of shoot- 
ing the 47-year-old dean and his 
present wife, the former Miss 
Miriam Thurmond, 27, last Dec. 


23, testified in her own defense 
today. She is charged with as- 
sault with intent to murder the 
former Miss Thurmond. Mrs. 
Drewry read a 42-page statement 
today giving intimate details of 
her married life with Drewry. In 
it, she called him a “mean, two- 
timing philanderer.” 

She ‘divorced him in July, she 
said, after 23 years of married 
life. She said the last 20 years 
were filled with unhappiness and 
trouble brought about originally 
by “unreasonable and unbeliev- 
able sexual demands which I re- 
fused to grant” and brought to a 
head by his affair with Miss 
Thurmond, then Drewry’s secre- 
tary. 

Shot Pair in Living Room. 

On Dec. 23, Mrs. Drewry con- 
fronted the two in Miss Thur- 
mond’s living room and shot them 
both. After the pair recovered, 
Miss Thurmond and Drewry were 
married. 

In December, just before the 
shooting, Mrs. Drewry said, “John 
and J were married completely in 
our own minds in the sight of 
God. We were ecstatically Nappy. 
In fact, never before had we been 
so in love. 

“So you see, gentlemen, I did 
have a tie, a very strong tie to 
John. He was my husband, who 
I thought was faithful and happy 
and satisfied in our rekindled 
love.” 

Put in Mental Hospital. 

Mrs. Drewry suid she finally 
broke under the strain of her life 
with Drewry and “tried to take 
my life 16 years ago. The at- 
tempt was unsuccessful and John 
put me in a mental institution 
and began telling everyone I was 
crazy.” 

Mrs. Drewry wept at times as 
she read her statement. She said 
her doctor found “nothing wrong 
with me that normal, decent 
home life couldn’t cure” and she 
came home “with a new deter- 
mination to make every effort 
to get along with John.” 

For a while, she said, it worked 
out very well, but then Miss 
Thurmond came on the scene as 
the dean’s secretary. 

“She was plain, scared, a green-

Mrs. Drewry said she refused 
on one occasion to permit her 
husband to pay $1000 for a tumor 
operation for Miss Thurmond, as 
ne wanted to do. 

Drewry, she_ said, was “a 
mean, two-timing philanderer’ 


‘and “the nastiest, hatefulest man 


possible in his home.” She said 
she put up with it as long as she 
did because she had promised not 
to interfere with his chances for 
the university presidency. 
Denies Ardent Kisses. 
Drewry admitted yesterday he 


may have kissed his former wife 
as he left her after a dinner meet- 
ing and then went to Miss Thur- 
mond’s home, where the shooting 
occurred. But he denied that he 
kissed her “ardently.” Mrs. 
Drewry said Drewry kissed her 
ardently several times. 

Mrs. Drewry’s counsel already 
has indicated one defense will 
be “delusional insanity,” or tem- 
porary insanity. 

One of the first defense wit- 
nesses, Mrs. C. Wilmer Heery, an 
education graduate with a major 
in psychology ‘and a childhood 
friend of the defendant, said Mrs. 
Drewry was “out of her mind” 
when the shooting occurred. 

Drewry described the shooting 
in Miss Thurmond’s home a 
“nightmarish.” He said he was 
surprised to find his former wife 
—they were divorced last July— 
“standing very close with a gun 
pointed in my direction.” 

“Possibly..I should have done 
something by way of removing 
the gun, but I was rather petri- 
fied by the suddenness of it all,” 
he testified wryly. 

He added that Kathleen burst 
into the room and began talking 
loudly. 

“I don’t remember her words 
but I don’t think I was compli- 
mented in the preliminary state- 
ment,” said Drewry. 

He related that Mrs. Drewry 
suddenly fired twice at him, then 
twice at Miss Thurmond, seated 
on an ottoman in front of him. 

The dean testified he rose from 
his easy chair, and added: 

“I felt reasonably certain. | 
had been shot. I walked across 
the room. Kathleen spoke again 
in not too complimentary a way. 
She fired again and hit me in 
side.” 


CHRYSLER TALKS CONTINUE

DETROIT, - pet 20 (UP)—A 
Chrysler strike settlement ap- 
peared nearer today as negotia- 
tors hammered at non-economic 
issues and President Walter P.

In Bulgaria a striking incident 
is reported to have occurred in 


1 front of the national assembly, on 


the main street of Sofia, the capi- 
tal. It is in line with earlier 
charges that the Bulgarian secret 
police are using a fleet of Ameri- 
can-made cars to trail the remain- 
ing Yugoslav diplomats in Sofia 
and to cause collisions. 

Five Bulgarian secret police- 
men, riding in a Pontiac, were 
said to have forced a Yugoslav 
automobile onto the sidewalk. It 
carried Radomir Simic, a secre- 
tary of the Yuvoslav Embassy. 
The Bulgarian agents drew revol- 
vers ahd began to.cry “fascist” 
at Simic and an embassy clerk. 
“Chervenkov gave us‘these revol- 
vers to kill Tito’s spies,” they 
shouted. (Vulko Chervenkov is 
Communist premier of Bulgaria.) 

At the Sofia railway station 10 
agents are reported to have sur- 
rounded the chauffeur of the 
Yugoslav charge d'affaires .and 
“threatened him with knives.” 

One of the few Russian-run 
from which the 
Cominform has not expelled the 
Yugoslavs is the Danube commis- 
sion. The reason seems to be that 
the Belgrade government con- 


the rivef between Romania and 
Hungary. However, the Yugoslavs 
report that the satellites on the 
commission are giving them the 
runaround. 

Belgrade says it tried to pay its 
debt to the commission headquar- 
ters at Galatz in Romania. The 
Yugoslavs attempted to get into 
contact with the Romanian Na- 
tional Bank. “The bank did not 
answer at all.” Finally, the Yugo- 
slavs, evidently not wishing to 
have a record of default estab- 
lished against them, sent the sum 
to the bank to cover their debt. 
“We did not even get an answer 
nor did we get a receipt for the 
money,” Borba says. 


Yugoslav Officer’s Story. 


Another phase of the Comin- 
form cold war against the Bel- 
grade government is the harbor- 
ing of anti-Tito Commfntsts. The 
latest information given by the 
Yugoslavs on this score concerns 
a group in Sofia engaged in edi- 
ting an anti-Tito paper called 
Napred. 


Petar Repic, a former Yugoslav 
Communist second lieutenant, 
who deserted to the Cominform 
last May and then changed his 
mind, gave an account of their 
activities when he returned from 
Bulgaria in March. It was pub- 
lished in Borba: 

The lieutenant reported that 
the “emigres” are living at 45 
Georgi Kirov street. The manager 
of the building charged and 
proved to the Bulgarian secret 
police, he said, that they were 
stealing the furniture and selling 
it. “Chandeliers were easily sold 
and there were very few left.” 

“There was a lot of petty thiev- 
ery and Milan Popovic (one of 
Tito’s former followers) chased 
one of the housemaids with a 
knife, thinking she was a thief. 
Boro Misic. ‘(another Yugoslay 
Communist deserter), who worked 
part of the time in a typewriter 
repair shop, was caught stealing 
expensive parts.” One of the 
group broke into the building’s 
coin telephone bo:. 


*deological Row Reported. 


Meanwhile, the Bulgarian secret 
police has agents among the 
group to spy on the others, the 
lieutenant said. Some have beer 
accepted into the Bulgarian Com- 
munist party. One of them, 
Branko Zvijerac, fror: Bosanska 
Gradiska in Croatia, “tried to at- 
tack the wife of a Bulgarian of- 
ficer who was sitting next to him 
in the thenrter.” 

These high-minded doings were 
complicated when an ideological 
fight broke out among the mem- 
bers of.the editorial staff of the 
anti-Toto paper, the liteutenant 
said.

Playing Canasta to Win |

UPPOSE you need 120 -for 
S your initial meld and you put 

down a meld that totals only 
110. Of course, you shouldn't do 
it, but not everyone is Einstein, 
and it happens to the best of.us. 


The rule is clear. Unless you 
can make your meld sufficient on 
the same turn, you must leave 
all the cards on the table and dis- 
card one of them. 


Here, are the cards you melded 
illegally: : 


You leave them and discard one 
of the eights. Play proceeds and 
your right-hand opponent draws 
and discards, and then your part- 
ner draws from the stock and 
melds. He makes the initial meld 
for your side and obviously does 
it at great sacrifice, because h 
uses 10 of his 11 cards—he melds 
10-10-10-10, 2-A-A, and 7-7-7. — 

Now it comes your turn again. 
Under the rules, you may meld 
the penalty cards you have on the 
table. In fact, they are considered 
exactly the same as though they 
were cards in your hand, except 
that you may not digcard a card 
actually in your hand as long as 
you have an unmelded penalty 


card that you could’ discard in- 
stead, f 

What should you do in your 
turn? Don’t make the mistake of 
trying to save your meld of kings. 
Take both of your wild cards and 
add them to your partner’s meld 
of four 10s. Now if he can draw 
another wild card or a 10, he can 
complete a canasta and go out 
at once. Sacrifice your kings for 
this purpose, even though it 
means you may have to discard 
them in later turns. 

Question: Three cards remain 
in the stock when a player 
draws a red trey. His opponents 
have already melded three red 
treys and the discard pile is small, 
so this player puts the red trey 
in his hand, discarding a card 
that would enable the next player 
to take the pack because he 
knows that his opponent will al- 
most surely choose to draw for 
the fourth three. The stock is 
exhausted and the game ends be- 
fore anybody goes out. The player 
then admits holding the red trey, 
but claims he is not subject to 
penalty because no one went out. 
What is the ruling? 

Answer: The law says that a 
player who holds a red trey 
“when play ends” is penalized; it 
does not specify that play must 
end by someone’s going out. The 
500-point penalty for this offense 
is intended to cover just’ such 
cases as this one, where a player 
attempts to conceal the red trey 
to his own advantage. 


Fix It Yourself

Replacing Window Glass. 


HAT with all the glass they 
Ware using in modern homes, 

the time may not be far off 
when replacing a broken window 
pane will be about the same as 
putting in a new wall. But right 
now it’s still a pretty simple pro- 
cess. 

First, carefully remove the 
broken bits of glass, the little 
metal points that hold the giass 
in place and any of the old puity. 
Next, coat the little-wood sheul- 
den of the sash where the glass 
fits with linseed oil or paint. 
Now you need a piece of glass 
and this should be about % to 
1/16 in. smaller than the opening. 


Before the glass goes in place, 
give the shoulder of the sash that 
the glass fits up against a thin 
coat of putty. Push the glass into 
place so that this bed of putty 
makes contact with the glass along 
all four edges. Next come the 
metal glazier’s points. You need 
about. four or six to each side of 
the glass and they can be forced 
into the wood sash with the aid 
of a screwdriver. 


Last of all you need that tri- 
angular bed of putty to make a 
nice smooth joint between the 
glass and the edges of the sash. 
Give the putty a day or so in 
which to dry and then give it a 
coat of paint.

Job of Putting the Aldermen on TV 


Much Advance Work Necessary for Televising Board's Opening Session — They're TV Conscious

HOSE of you who watched the 
T opening meeting of the Board 

of Aldermen on your television 
sets the other day may have as- 
sumed, as one well might, that 
when KSD-TV televises such an 
event they have merely to walk 
in, train their cameras on the hall 
and turn on the juice. 

This is far from the case, as I 
discovered when I set out to cover 
KSD-TV in the act of covering 
the Board of Aldermen. Just get- 
ting ready to televise such an 
event takes days of preparation, 
starting in this case a week ahead 
of the meeting when Keith Gun- 
ther, producer and director for 
KSD-TV, went to City Hall and 
discussed preliminary arrange- 
ments with James Webbe, assist- 
ant clerk of the board. 

Gunther, with engineers from 
the television station, studied the 
size of the hall, the lighting ar- 
rangements and the seating ar- 
rangements. Several difficulties 
presented themselves, not of the 
least of which was the fact that 
the hall, on the second floor of 
City Hall at Twelfth and Market, 
is rectangular in shape, with the 
aldermen’s desks fanned out in 
rows facing the long side of the 
rectangle. How to get the alder- 
men’s faces and not the backs of 
their necks and at the same time 
get the speaker, presented some- 
thing of a problem. If€ was solved 
by placing one camera at the 
rear, where it could face the 
rostrum, and another at the op- 
posite corner where it would get, 
if not a full face view of the 
members, at least a three-quarter 


view. 


On the morning of the meeting 
the KSD-TV truck pulled up and 
parked on the west side of City 
Hall at 6:45 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and the crew went to work. 
Heavy tables had been placed in 
the corners where the cameras 
were to be, and the cameras were 
mounted on top of those, thus 
enabling the cameramen to shoot 
down and over the heads of peo- 
ple walking by. Heavy rubber 
cables were run from the truck 
into the building and up to the 
second floor to connect with the 
cameras, the lights and the mi- 
crophones. Five microphones were 
used in the job. Two of them 
were on the speaker’s rostrum, 
one was a portable mike carried 
around by Frank Eschen, the com- 
mentator, and the other two were 
at strategic points in the hall. 


Two light engineers were in 
charge of light standards on 
which were mounted brilliant 
spotlights. Like the cameramen, 
they wore earphones and they 
received their directions from 
Gunther, down in the “control 
room” in the truck. They turned 
their lights in synchronization 
with the cameras. 


Also in the meeting hall was 
Vernon Fish, the audio engineer, 
who at a little control box set up 
in a corner controlled the sound 
volume. By the time the meeting 
started at 11 a.m., everything had 
been set up and ready to go. 

It was a quarter to eleven when 
I arrived on the scene. The alder- 


men’s desks looked as though they 
had been freshly dusted. The 
green-shaded light at each desk 
was on, and also on each desk, 
looking a little self-conscious and 
out of place, was a large potted 
geranium. The pots were wrapped 
in green crepe paper and tied 
with a ribbon. No one seemed to 
know just who was responsible 
for them. I asked Charles Alban- 
ese, the president of the board, 
where they came from.

Said one alderman to an- 
other, jokingly, “Smooth out your 
left eyebrow there, it’s a little 
mussed.” The other alderman 
went through the motions of 
smoothing out his eyebrow and 
they both laughed. 

Said Eschen to the cameramen 
and engineers, “All set?” They 
replied they were all set. He then 
said to Albanese, “In half a min- 
ute I'll wave this piece of paper 
at you and you can open the 
meeting.” Albanese nodded in 
agreement. 

In half a minute Eschen waved 
the paper. Albanese picked up 
his gavel, gave the desk three 
terrific raps, and the meeting was 


open. Eschen then became en- 
gaged in a little game which is 
part of the business and which 
consists of trying to guess who is 
going to get up and say some- 
thing next and try to be near him 
with a microphone. 

Preliminary business rolled 
along smoothly and it eame time 
for Major Joseph M. Darst to ad- 
dress the board.

With all the suits held by the 
enemy, West chose his safest lead, 
the diamond jack. Declarer 
studied the hands at some length, 
then put up the diamond queen 
and led a club to the ten-spot. 
Obviously, he felt that if this 
drove out the ace (or held the 
trick) he could reasonably hope 
to win (in all) two spade tricks, 
one heart, four diamonds and two 
clubs, for a very satisfactory total. 
When West, however, captured 
the club ten with the jack, declar- 
er was wrestling with a lost cause. 


It is true that declarer had a 
good chance to make the contract 
by getting lucky in the club suit, 
but a substantially better oppor- 
tunity was there. He should have 
developed the heart suit! This 
could be done if either of two sit- 
uations existed: (a) if the suit was 
divided 3-3 in the opponents’ 
hands; or (b) if West had the 
king-small or queen-small in 
hearts. (To develop the spade 
suit ‘would require an outright 
3-3 break.) 

Thus, South’s proper first play 
was to win with the diamond ace 
or king, keeping the queen in 
dummy for a vital entry. Then 
he should lay down the ace and 
six of hearts. West would win— 
but what could he do? Suppose 
he shifted to a spade. Declarer 
would win with the ace, go to 
dummy with a diamond, and lead 
the heart jack to knock out East’s 
king. In this way, he would be 
sure of winning three hearts, two 
top spades, three top diamonds 
and at least one club, for the 
needed total of nine tricks. 


FROM AN OPPOSITE CORNER, 


“He’s learned as much about 
the equipment as the engineers 
know,” Gunther said.

Get Troubles Off Chest 


By Norman Vincent Peale 


WAS sitting in my office 
when the telephone rang. I 
picked up the reteiver and 
found that the call was a per- 
son-to-person call from some- 


one in a city hundreds of miles ~ 


away. I told the operator I 
would take the call and there 
was the sound of coins being 
deposited in the coinbox of a 
pay telephone. 

Finally my caller spoke: “Dr. 


_~Peale, I read your column all 


the time. I’m in terrible trou- 
ble. I need help. Can I fly 
to New York to see you?” 

The woman’s voice, although 
shrill with tension and urgency, 
was cultured, intelligent and 
pleasant. I tried to calm her a 
bit as I told her: “I’m not a 
magician or a wizard. I can’t 
perform miracles. But I am a 
representative of Someone who 
can perform miracles and per- 
haps He can help you. You 
won't need to fly to New York. 
I can prescribe for you over the 
telephone. Do you have a pen- 
cil and a piece of paper?” 

She said, “I’ll get them,” and 
there was a pause while, I sup- 
pose, she fumbled in her hand- 
bag for them. Then she said, 
“I have them,” and already her 
voice was easier and less 
strident.

“PLEASE WRITE DOWN the 
following prescription: 
1. “Go home,” I told her,

SOME DAYS: LATER, IT re- 
ceived a letter from her, a long 
letter ef 12 pages, written on 
both sides of each page. She 
told me all her troubles, but 
before she came to the end 
there was a note of hope in the 
letter. The desperation obvious- 
ly lessened and she. was begin- 
ning to vie.. her problem with

_ rity which would fgg oe 
to a happy solution. An 
ut last report, she found such a 
solution by following our sim- 
ple three-point sucestion. 

Now I do get occasional letters 
frcm readers saying that such 
practice is all too easy, that it 
isn’t enough to tell people to re- 
lax, to get free from tension, to 
read the Bible, to go to church. 
“How can this help me,” they 
ask, “if I’m in debt, if I’m out 
of work, if I’m ill, if I’ve lost a 
loved one, if my husband is an 
alcoholic, if my wife has left 
me?” 

I do not minimize the stark 
tragedies of life. This columt 
does not advance blithe and 
Pollyanna solutions. But we a 
ur=: people to take the firs 
steps toward a solution end we 
tell “how.” Andth *

ONLY WHEN You have 
cleared your mind and gained 
new faith in yourself can your 
begin to work out a solution to 
your problems. There is no 
problem which is new, which 
someone has not faced before. 
And because this is true, there 
is a solution, based on sound 
experience, for every human 
problem, So don’t keep your 
troubles to yourself. Tell some- 
one about them, preferably 
someone who has wide experi- 
ence and can draw on that ex- 
perience to help you find a 
solution. 

You will find your pastor, 
priest or rabbi well equipped 
and eager to help you. If you 
are a member of no church, 
go to one near your home; the 
minister will be glad to aid 
you. If your problem is a medi- 
cal or psychological one, go to 
a doctor or a_ psychiatrist. 
Don’t worry about costs and 
don’t let fear of expense keep 
you away. There are excellent 
clinics which can and will give 
you the best of treatment for 
whatever you can afford to 
pay, howev re — — may be. 


I REPEAT: the first step in 
meeting your troubles is to re- 
new your faith in God. Say a 
prayer, no matter how awkward 
you may feel doing so. Go to 
church this Sunday and go with 
faith, expecting help, and you 
will get it. Now as a starter, 
why not try. the prescription I 
gave the woman who tele- 
phoned me. It helped her, and
